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Class, "Three Components of Marxism" at The New York School 
for Marxist Studies” at 653 Broadway on 1/20/61. 


The class started at 6:30 P.M. and SAMUEL D'LONG 
announced that 30 students had enrolled for the course. He 
explained that, in order for the students to get the most out 
of the course, there would be two sections, the other to be 
led by SIDNEY GLICK 


Before splitting the grap, the following was 
attended to: handbilis wre Stiotriouted announcing a 
forum to be held on 1/27/61 with HERBERT APTHEKER as cuest 
speaker, The forum is to be concerned with a Marxian analysis 
of the Civil War (american Civil ar). Mr. D'LONG announced 
that Mr. DEL VAYO o: f Spain would speak before a closed forum 
on 2/10/61. Exact ¢ ime and place would be announced later and 


attend The course is to be extended for one week in order 
to make up the time. The distribution of the course 
syllabus was attended to and texts were sold; Wage, Labor & 
Capital and Value, Price & Profit, both pamphiets and both 
written by KARL MARX as well as JOHN EATON'’s Political 
Eoonomy. Mr. D'LONG also announced that, in the future, 
asegenblics would be held one week prior to the start of 
classes Bo that the first clean of each semester would 

find the students already prepered to begin the work. 


After breaking up, Mr. D'LONG's class contained 
13 students, including:

Aa Mr. D'LONG had pointed out and an was visibly 
noticeable, there was a wide range of ages represented among 
the students, 


In his initial lecture, Hr. D'LONG worked from 
outline notes with the use of anecdotes to point out a 
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situation or prevailing attitude, etc, ie quoted various 
People, however, restricted his quotatims to defenders of 
capitalism. The pervading current of h.s talk seemed to be 
that, since socialism was the apparent “coming” (quotes ore 
Mine} systen, we must study it and we mgt study our presen 
society so that we know the situation in whigh we are living.

‘ meeting of the National Committee (NC), Communist Party, 
United States of America (CP, USA), held 1/20 - 22/61, 


at Alelphi Hall, 74 Fifth ave., NYC. = EO 2s 
The information was furnished 


by dally teletype summaries followed by a letterhead 
memorandum.

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT acted as chairman of this session. 
The agenda was announced as: 1). A report by GUS HALL on the 
81 Party Statement adopted at Moscow; 2), Adoption of 
revisions and motions and a summary relative to HALL's 
report. GUS HALL then read his report. Some of the 
important statements in this report follows: At the 17th 
Convention of the CPUSA HALL pointed to a fundamental shift 
in the balance of world forces in favor of the camp of 
socialism, democracy, national independence and peace. Since 
our convention, the shift has continued along this favorable 
course, The nature of the changes, the present relationship 
of forces and the direction of events have been summed up in 
the statement issued by the world-historic conference of the 
representatives of the 81 Communist and Workers Parties. 
Six parties, including the CPUSA, did not participate 
because of acts of terror and persecution; including, in our 
ease, the existence of the McCarran Act. 


This police-state legislation is designed to illegalize 
the CP totally. It is aimed at preventing our participation 
din any exchange of views between Communists and militant 
progressives of various countries as to the common problems 
facing mankind in the fight for peace and social progress. 
The 81 Party gathering was probably the most important of 
all time. The statement adopted by it declared that it ig 
possible at long last to end the scourge of war in our time - 
that now war is not inevitable, but can be prevented by the 
strength, unity, and fighting spirit of the people. All 
Party members, clubs and leaders should study it thoroughly. 
In basic essence, the framework around which our 17th Conven- 
tion built its program, policies and tactical approach was 

-in accord with the main analyses and line of the statement. 


The statement stresses that United States imperialism 
is the main danger of peace. A new statement was necessary 
because of the general crisis of capitalism. The new 
stage of the generdél crisis is particukrly evident in our 
country which shows extreme decay, The statement pointed out 
that socialism is now indestructible. This is of utmost 
importance for us because it shows anew, and more clearly than 
ever, that the soclalist system does not need or want wars, 
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that it does not need or seek to "export: revolutiorl in order 
to maintain itself and grow. One may say this is truly the 
epoch of the rise in dominance and advance of progressive man~ 
kind both in thought and action. Let us uncover some of the 
actual unvarnished truth of the situation in the United 
States in this new world epoch. 


The economy has entered its fourth slump since the 
end of World War II. Most disturbing of all is the spread of 
joblessness. Each downturn has left behind it a larger mass 
of unemployed than before. The signs all point to the con- 
clusion that this fourth postwar recession takes place within 
anew framework, in which the long range factors of expansion 
and large scale industrial renewal are running out, first 
of all in the United States, but also in the rest of the 
capitalist world. The Wall Street trusts rob not only the 
American people but those in other countries as well, Their 
giebal plunder and kleptomania have brought the wrath of 
the world's peoples down on our heads. The prestige of 
the USA as a nation is today at its lowest ebb. Until two 
years ago Cuba was in the firm grip of the United States 
monopolies. It is precisely because the Cubans have 
freed their country from the grip of Wall Street that the 
tremendous hue and ery and the threat of attack on Cuba 
are now being generated. 


Our task is to reveal that today United States big 
business is the chief threat of bringing about war. We 
Communists stand for socialism buthave not favored war to 
achieve it. Everything possible must be done to press the 
new administration to end the coldwar. ‘The central task 
of our Party is to be a Party of struggle, of mass 
struggle, of united front action on the widest possible ; 
basis. That is the heart of our vanguard role today. Wé 
have always been forefront fighters for the united front. 
We must re-establish that. To carry on mass work, however, 
there must be a correct appraisal of the situation. 


Factors working against us to be considered are: 
1), at this point we are a small Party; 2), we do not 
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enjoy full legal status. Our members cannot openly work in 
industry, in professions or in government. Our members 
cannot @menly be members of unions or members of most mass 
organizations; 3), our country has gone through twenty 

years of relatively high employment that has left its 

impact on its people. Most of the trade unions and people's 
organizations are under conservative and even reactionary 
leadership and the majority of the workers are still 
unorganized; 4), there is no independent political party 

of labor; 5), there is as yet no mass socialist consciousness 
in the USA. On the other hand there are many positive 
facets to be considered. American workers are militant. 
There is a rising negro people's movement. We have in the 
United States a strong, deep democratic tradition and we 

now have a united Communist Party. We cannot ignore the 
virtual illegality of the Party. We must fight for our full 
legality with far greater energy than we are now expending. 


The united front must be a way of life for our 
Party, for each member and for each club. A good leader, 
working with the masses, will almost sense when a new level 
of understanding has. been reached and will, therefore, raise 
the work to that new level and continue from that point. In 
this context we can work realistically for recruiting into 
the Party, which is very important, though of course, it 
is only one feature of Party building. Here I think it 
necessary to state that it is possible to recruit into the 
Party at all times and under all conditions. The nature of 
the recruiting will vary but recruiting into the Party must 
never be stopped or halted. The problem is not one of sending 
people into organizations. Many are already there. The central 
question for us is to help our members, our clubs, our leaders, 
to carry on political activities where they are, and under 
the specific conditions that face men, which are often 
difficult conditions. This is the nub of the problem. While 
independent action by the Party is essential, the key is in 
the united front struggle by the building mass ties and 
united front work, in labor and peoples organizations and 
in workers neighborhoods.

On Party building, we must develop, train and 
draw in younger forces. We have to give central attention 
to the Party club. We must carry through a concentration 
policy and we mst more effectively streamline the organiza- 
tion so that leadership may better reach and aid the clubs 
and members, Also of foremost importance is the building 
of our press. This is a cardinal, number one task. Last 
week an enlarged secretariat meeting concluded a review 
on the work of the leadership during the past year. We 
were very self-critical. Some serious weaknesses were 
Giscussed. The Secretariat has set up a task force, a 
committee to plan for a reorganization of the work of the 
center to make it more effective both organizationally and 
politically. We are a small party now but the future is 
with us, We represent the best national interests of 
our people - the noble aim of peace. 


JAMES E. JACKSON who was first speaker at the 
afternoon session said the representatives of 36 million 
Communists, 81 Worker's Parties enacted a program which 
determines the future of the world for the next decade 
or more, The authority of the 81 Party Statement rests 
in the superiority of the socialist system over the forces 
of social reaction, The historic task of Communists in our 
day is to prevent unleashing of atomic war and nuclear war 
is not needed for the success of socialism, Eradication of 
colonialism and segregation is one more step on the road 
to socialism. The oppressed class can obtain their 
objective without bloodshed. Communists offer the people 
a peaceful life, freedom from want, the full development of 
man's spiritual life. 


HOMER BATES CHASE said 81 Party Statement must be 
studied in CP clubs and CPUSA must carry out the mandate of 
this document. The people of the United States must be 
warned that President KENNEDY will carry on the struggle for 
imperialists and may carry out program of intervention in 
Cuba. 


Otherspeakers followed including JACK STACHEL, 
JIM TORMEY, MANNY BLUM, GERALDINE LIGHTFOOT and WILLIAM 
PATTERSON. ALL agreed with the report of GUS HALL. Session 
adjourned at 6:30 p.m. to reconvene 9:30 a.m., 1/21.

In addition to 
National Committee members mentioned as in attendance 
1/20/61, the following were observed entering Adelphi 
Hall, NYC, 1/21/61, presumably to NC Meeting: ELIZABETH 
pe JAMES WEST, MIRIAM PRIEDLANDER and AL 


ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN was the first speaker 
and spoke of her attendance at the Rumanian Workers 
Party Congress held in June, 1960, at which she was 
a4 Fraternal Delegate. FLYNN said that between June 
and November, 1960, she had visited Rumania, Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary and the German Democratic Republic as well as the 
Soviet Union. She said she had spoken to the heads of 
government, CP leaders and educators in these countries 
and that it was a great experience for her. FLYNN, in 
discussing the Bucharest Meeting, said there was dis- 
eussion regarding the Soviet-Chinese positions which 
she said dealt with the methods used by the Chinese 
in presenting their critical views on mass organization. 
FLYNN said that the Chinese comrades are not for war as 
is falsely portrayed by the capitalist press. She said 
the Chinese believe that the decision rests not with the 
Socialist camp, but with the imperialists, and therefore, 
in addition to the fight for peace, preparation must be 
made for war. She said that the broad peace movement 
rejects a non~peace movement and insists on a movement 
that fights against Imperialism as well as for the march 
of national liberation and socialism, FLYNN said that 
the Chinese view is that in a nuclear war three hundred 
million people might die, with the same number surviving, 
but that this would spell the end of capitalism. She 
said the Chinese are not opposed to disarmament, but feel 
it is propaganda. 
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PLYNN then discussed the activity prior to 
the November, 1960 conference of the world Communist 
Parties. She said that the Central Committee of the 
Soviet Union had proposed a draft statement which 
supplemented the 1957 declaration ang set forth the 
developments of the following three years. She said 
this draft was submitted in late September to an 
editorlal commission and became the basis for dis- 
cussion. The final draft, however, was twice as 
long as the original and a secretariat was set up to 
go over the final draft. This session lasted three 
days and the document was agreed upon, the sections 
which were not agreed upon were brought before the 
assembly of the 81 party Conference which met from 
November 10, to December 1, 1960, At this conference 
a thorough discussion of the entire document took 
place and was accepted by all present with enthusiasm 
and a common understanding was reached on the issue 
of peace. FLYNN said that the 81 Party Statement should 
be thoroughly studied and applied to each country according 
to 16s conditions. The basic issues that stood out were 
the struggle against war, peace, disarmament, peaceful 
coexistence, national independence and the growing 
socialist world, She said, however, that the fight for 
peace is the main task. FLYNN then commented that many 
people asked if the Chinese comrades adhere to the 
declaration (referring to the 81 Party Statement). 

She said all . those who came in contact with them 
were impressed by their concern for the World Communist 
Movement. The Chinese want unity preserved and no 
split in the international movement. The Chinese 
desire full agreement in order hot to give ammunition 
to the imperialist camp. The Chinese pledged to adhere 
to the declaration and they desire to restore all re- 
lations with the Soviet Union to what they were in the 


past. FLYNN said that it was her personal opinion that > MoT 


the attitude of the Chinese comrades was "We do*think 1t 
(peaceful coexistence) can be done, but let's go ahead 
and try." FLYNN said that the feeling of the other 
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Communist parties in the world is that the CP, USA is. 
operating in the "Heart of the imperialist strongheld", 
where the population is subjected to the strong influence 
of bourgeois ideology. She said that KOSLOV (Ph) at 

a banquet said that the CP, USA is small, but its 
leadership is good, perhaps, better than many there. 

He said the conditions under which the CP, USA work 

are such that survival and continuance as a party is 

a tremendous accomplishment. FLYNN concluded her 
remarks by commenting that peace is paramount in the 
world and quoted from LENIN to the effect that the 
development of science will make war an impossibility, 


CARL WINTER described GUS HALL's report of 
yesterday as "Inspiring". He said the task remaining 
for the party is to make its position understandable 
to the masses of the American people. ‘The party should 
concern itself with combating the image of the American 
Communist as being "Untamerican", The party should show 
the American people that the Communists are championing 
their cause. 


SAM KUSHNER spoke on the unemployment situation 
and what should be done in the depressed areas, He felt 
that this was a field of work for the party in which 
it could build itself. KUSHNER said that the party should 
make known the intent of the employers to use the House 
Un-American Activities Committee hearings to destroy labor 
and this should be combated in every way possible. 


LOUIS WEINSTOCK reported on "The Worker", and 
the Party's plans to reestablish the "Daily Worker". 
In connection with "The Worker", he said there is 
approximately 14,500 paid circulation, of which 8500 
represents circulation in the US. He said the income 
approximates $90,000,00. With expenses of $175,000.00 
and the expected deficit by March, 1961, will be 
$85,000.00. WEINSTOCK said that this deficit 1s to be 
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made up by the fund drive of which $40,000.00 is 
to come from the NY District. He also commented 
that plans are made for four affairs in NY to 
raise funds for "The Worker" during 1961. 
WEINSTOCK said that the party was remiss in not 
sufficiently supporting the subscription and 
fund drives during the past year. 


Concerning plans to reestablish the 
"Daily Worker", WEINSTOCK said that it is tenta-~ 
tively planned to print an eight page paper four 
days a week costing approximately $300,000.00 
a year. He said the party is selling certificates 
in amounts of $50.00 and $100.00 throughout the 
US in order to raise funds. The certificates 
specifically state that the money is to be used 
exclusively to establish a daily MARXIST newspaper 
in the US and in the event that such a paper is not 
established during 1962, the money has to be refunded 
to the certificate holders. WEINSTOCK said that he 
would make himself available to travel around the 
US on this venture if the National Committee should 
SO authorize. He concluded his remarks by stating 
that plans have been undertaken throughout the 
Communist world to celebrate the birthday of WILLIAM 
Z. FOSTER and urged that celebrations of this event 
should be undertaken in ail party districts in the 
US. 


MILDRED McADORY spoke of the need of the 
party to undertake open mass work in order to reach 
the masses. She said that the party played an active 
role during the recent election campaign in Harlem 
where they sold "The Worker" and distributed literature. 
McADORY spoke briefly concerning her visit last week 
with the mother of HENRY WINSTON. She said that 
WINNIE's mother was at first critical of the party 
for what she considered the party's lack of concern 
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for her son's welfare. McADORY said that she 

had assured her that the party had been active 

in WINSTON's behalf and was comtemplating further 
action to gain his release. She said that WINNIE's 
mother was reassured and McADORY felt that she 
might undertake "Public things" on behalf of her 
son. McADORY concluded by urging the party to 
reintensify the campaign for WINSTON's release 

and to make efforts to bring this case to the 
attention of President Kennedy. 


SI GERSON said that the party should 
insist that the full weight of the Executive 
Branch of the Government should be thrown 
behind segregation legislation. GERSON was 
pleased with the report of GUS HALL yesterday 
and particularly with HALL's statement regarding 
the United Front. GERSON also spoke with regard 
to the past elections and remarked that the NEC 
election statement was absolutely correct. He 
said that HOMER CHASE's views were stubborn 
and dogmatic. 


AL RICHMOND stated that the 81 party 
Statement had been discussed in the Northern 
California District. He said that the statement 
was regarded as a resolution of struggle that has 
been going on for many years. The feeling was that 
the statement had meaning for our party and presents 
a new challenge in handling the problems that confront 
the American people, RICHMOND remarked that the party 
Qid not agree on an election policy and this created 
problems. He urged that in the future, the, party 
resolve to have one line, one direction, not only 
in terms of a statement, but in actual practice. 
Meeting recessed for lunch at 1:03 PM. 


JAKE GREEN was the first speaker of the 
afternoon session and remarked that FLYNN's report 
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on the 81 Party Statement gave him a "New feeling" 
and this statement will have "World-wide significance". 
He urged the members of the party to get out and 

do the job that needs to be done in Negro communities 
and stated that masses of the Negro people will 
eventually see the role of the party. GREEN also 
expressed confidence that many people who left 

the party will see the Tight and come back. He 

also recommended that some type of pressure be 

put on the new administration to make them fulfill 
the promises made during the campaign. He concluded 
by stating that the party will move the masses and 
hoped the party will have the confidence it once had. 


BURT NELSON expressed feeling that more 
clarity in the party's election statement: would 
have been of help. He remarked that the goal of 
the party is in sight and described this goal as 
the unity of all those who are suffering under 
tonoply capitalism. NELSON remarked that he planned 
to have more discussion on the 81 Party Statement 
and will have mass distribution of material on it. 
He said he was looking forward to FLYNN's trip 
to the West Coast in March, HELEN WINTER commented 
on her recent trip to the Soviet Union andsaid that 
the leaders of the socialist countPies take nothing 
for granted on the topic of peace and it is constantly 
discussed in one way or the other. WINTER. said that 
the best method of advocating peace is by utilizing 
Slogans which is done successfully in the socialist 
world and believes that the US Government and the 
CP, USA must realize the need for advocating peace. 
The party as yet does not understand the necessity 
for impressing upon the people the desire for peace. 
WINTER praised the progress made by the Soviet Union 
during the past 15 years. As an example, they are 
building goods and machines not only for their own 
use, but also for the underdeveloped countries. 
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WINTER spoke on the question of 
United Front activity emphasizing the need of the 
party to work with the rank and file rather than 
trying to lead in every instance. The United 
Front must have purpose and direction in order to 
properly guide the masses, She referred to the 
"Fair Play for Cuba Committee" saying it was doing 
an excellent job in appriging' the North American 
people as to what is actually taking place in Cuba, 
but unfortunately there are many Trotskyites who 
make up the committee. 


DANNY RUBIN spoke on youth activity and 
said the main issues wherein youth were active were 
the sit-in demonstrations and in activities supporting 
the Cuban people to determine their own course. He 
said in terms of a United Front for Youth, there was 
a need for a greater contribution by developing a 
highly conscious MARXIST thinking, RUBIN said that 
funds are an improtant aspect in youth work and 
estimated that youth work for one year costs in the 
aeighborhood of $25,000.00, adding that the party 
organization has to try to shoulder that burden, 


DANNY (QUEEN) said that the Youth Movement 
is flexible due to constant changes and as a result, 
must be continuously reexamined. The party has to 
consider how to sustain and continue activities in 
youth work. He said & is not a movement involving 
large masses of youth, but it is a militant group 


mainly of a liberal core. He said the youth organization 


should also look toward broader areas beyond its own 
organization such as various community organizations. 


PAUL ROBESON, JR. stated that the 81 Party 
‘Statement is a call to intensify the struggie for 
the defeat of colonialism and imperialism. He said 
the emphasis of the statement on the role of the 
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world struggle for colonial liberation had an impact 
on the people of the world. The document presented 
an insight of democratic centralism in the entire 
World Communist Movement and it would be well to 
learn from this the methods of resolving inner 
party differences in a democratic way and to 

develop the ability of discussing contradictions, 
problems and alternatives. 


BETTY GANNETT said CP must apply the 
81 Party Statement to 1ts own situation, CP has a 
big ideological job on its hands to get the membership 
to understand the CP line, BEN DAVIS stated whatever 
differences CP has internally, it must subordinate 
them to carry on party work. 


MIRIAM FRIEDLANDER said 81 Party Statement 
shows American people ready for a new bill of rights. 


PHIL BART then spoke on party unity. The 
right danger is the most serious danger followed by 
leftism and lastly revisionism. It is essential that 
party line be directed to combat these dangers to 
unity. The unity: of the party has been challenged on 
many occasions. The latest example being the case of 
ALEXANDER BITTELMAN. BITTELMAN opposed CP policy and 
the CP itself as now constituted. BART enumerated 
instances of opposition to CP policy some of which . -- 
were: demand of the CP, USA to publish his book 
even though book contained anti-party statements: 
demanded the right to travel to various CP Districts 
to expound his views. As a result, BITTELMAN was 
expelled. BART said BITTELMAN is an example of right 
revisionism and HOMER BATES CHASE is an example of 
left revisionism. CHASE refused to accept decision 
of National Committee and differed with them on almost 
every question. He has opposed the CP Electoral 
Statement and has expressed dissatisfaction with the 
way the National Executive Committee was elected at 
the last convention and has branded cP leadership as 
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being revisionist. The issue is not merely a 
Gifference of opinion, but factionalism on the 

bart of CHASE. BART deseribed action taken by 

the national leadership in sending DAVIS and HYMAN 
LUMER to New England in an attempt to have CHASE 
vepudlate his position. BART concluded on the CHASE 
and BITTELMAN issue by proposing two motions. One, 

the National Committee endorse action of the Westchester 
Club in expelling ALEXANDER BITTELMAN. Two, xvemove 
HOMER BATES CHASE from the National Committee and CHASE 
be informad by the committee to abandon his present 
inadmissable approaches. Take such steps with 

National Committee cooperation to begin to work as 

a@ member of CP and within six months the Secretariat 
review his work and take into consideration any further 
steps or any other assignment in connection with CHASE, 


on 

JACK STACHEL amended motion/BITTELMAN to in 
clude endorsement of the Westchester ‘Club's action 
for expulsion by the National Executive Committee. 


Several speakers including HALL, POTASH 
and LIGHTFOOT, commented on justification of expulsion 
of BITTELMAN, but questioned the procedure followed 
by the Westchester Club, 


Motion #1 carried unanimously for the 
expulsion of BITTELMAN. 


Concerning the motion on CHASE, the floor 
was opened for discussion and the motion was seconded 
by WILLIAM PATTERSON. He related the details of a 
meeting of a special subcommittee held on 1/20/61. 
That committee met with CHASE and asked whether he 
had any self-criticism, CHASE said he had no self- 
erlticism and on that basis the committee. recommends 
expulsion of CHASE from the National Committee. 


MORRIS CHILDS asked for a substitute 
motion that CHASE give to the CP a letter of self-criticism 
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and upon review of this, the CP will take into 
consideration a review of his future activity in 
the party. 


CHASE, in his own defense, stated a 
review commission should have been set up a long 
time ago. Noting CP actually has a national leader- 
ship reviewing its own work. He noted a complacency 
in the party and stated it is not always as effective 
as it might be as GUS HALL has stated in his report. 
CHASE said he has a right and a duty to present 
Opposition to the National Office. He said the 
direction of the national CP line ismt going in 
an anti-imperialist direction. CHASE said he will 
accept the decision of the National Committee as 
he has always accepted in the past, He said the 
CP will not resolve the contradictions that exist 
in its program or HALL's report by this type of 
action. This action, in the long run, will not 
strengthen the party and will not resolve the 
problem. In conclusion, CHASE said he was sorry he 
had not been able to contribute more to the National 
Committee. He said he had worked hard and had always 
been honest with that body. 


The chairman then announced no vote would 
be taken at that time on the CHASE expulsion motion. 
The vote will be the first item on the agenda for 
the 1/22/61 meeting of the National Committee. 
Meeting ajourned 6:25 PM. 
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THIRD DAY'S SESSION, 1/22/61 


on ea advised that third bIE 
day's session of meeting o aciLonal Committee, CP, 
USA, commenced at 9:44 AM, this date. It is noted 
that although the first item scheduled on the agenda 
was to be the vote regarding expulsion of HOMER 
CHASE, no action was taken by the National Committee 
on this matter, Initially. No explanation of the 
omissicn was made. 


BEN DOBBS, of Southern California, was the 
first speaker, indicating that they must continue 
the struggle to increase the party's connections 
with mass groups. He said they should build among 
the indipendent movements which are based on the 
struggle for civil rights, anti-monopoly coalition 
and economic issues. He commented that the biggest 
single fact coming out of the November election was 
the mass unity of the Negro people. 


TOMMY DENNIS, of Detroit, attempted to 
set forth reasons why there exists a great difference 
of opinion in the party on their electoral policy. 
He said that the CP must work with all forces that 
are moving. DENNIS, in speaking of the 81 Party 
Statement, said that it must be translated into 
terms the American people will understand. He 
said they must realize in preparing articles and 
other material that they are writing for the American 
people as a whole and not jist for the members of the 
National Committee. He said he would propose that 
all "left presses" undertake to participate in a program 
of discussion on how to print material the people 
will really read and understand. 


ARNOLD JOHNSON, of NY, then spoke on the 
peace issue. He indicated that significant signs 
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appeared in KENNEDY's Inaugural Address, signs 
which were much more apparent than those contained 
in the Democratic Platform. 


FRED BLAIR, of Milwaukee, then spoke 
on the situation that has existed in the Wisconsin 
oP. He indicated that the CP of Wisconsin has 
gained three members in the last two years. He 
indicated he wanted to stress, however, that he felt 
the party was now on the move and has taken an 
active part in mass groups outside the party. He 
cited an organization which he said consisted of 
some seventy people which was formed to endorse 
an editorial of the Milwaukee Journal on the Laos 
situation as one in which party people participated, 


SAM DAVIS, of Mineapolis, then spoke on 
pre-election activity in Minnesota during which 
time he said efforts were made to persuade Senator 
HUBERT HUMPHREY to clarify his position on certain 
issues, particularly the Landrum-Griffin Act and 
other issues affecting labor. DAVIS said that 
HUMPHREY refused to repudiate the Landrum-Griffin Act 
and thus Lost the primaries. 


MICKIE LIMA, of San Francisco, then spoke 
of the 81 Party Conference held in Russia, November, 
1960. He said that it was made clear at this conference 
that the International Communist Movement is united 
on its main tasks. ‘The conference reaffirmed that 
revisionism remains main danger of the International 
Communist Movement. LIMA endorsed GUS HALL's report. 


MORRIS CHILDS, of Chicago, said he wanted 
to associate himself with the reports of HALL, JAMES 
JACKSON and ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN. He stated that 
although the CP, USA did not formally participate in 
the 81 Party Conference in Moscow, it nevertheless 
had influenced decisions made at the conference. 
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CHILDS said HALL's report reflected the spirit 
of the conference; said US Party is too timid 
in activities to influence the masses; with 
respect to Cuba, he urged educational campaign 
by CP, USA to show the people of the US the 
identity of their interests with those of the 
people of Cuba. 


IRVING POTASH, of NY, then proposed that 
first and foremost, the CP, USA, mist see that the 
problems of the Trade Union Movement are on the 
agenda of every club in the party. He said that 
every club whether industrial or community, must 
figure out how the CP can influence the successful 
outcome of a strike. POTASH said the CP was able 
to do this in the thirties and that even labor 
leaders WILLIAM GREEN and JOHN LEWIS had to 
recognize that Communist were "the salt of the 
earth", 


JESUS COLON, of NY, then stated he was 
holding discussions in his club on the 81 Party 
Resolution, 


An unmale, identified with Jewish activity, 
then mentioned the importance of cultural work of 
the party. In this connection he stated that anti- 
semitism continues to be an international problem, 
He said that until the "Daily Worker" is reestablished, 
the dally progressive press that they have now must 
be fully utilized in acquainting all with the problems 
in the Jewish field. 


An unmale, from Chicago, (probably SAM 
KUSHNER or JAMES WEST ), stated that there must be 
an examination of the party's registration. He 
said they must face the fact that the party is facing 
Liquidation, particularly in the basic industries. 
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He said radical steps must be taken in the party 

to have realistic and effective leadership with 
regard to mass work, In this regard, he said 

the Illinois Party published a pamphlet on taxes 
called "People Must Come First", which he stated was 
very effective. He said the party should urge that 
the burden of welfare work be taken from the states 
and cities and vested in the Federal Government. 


HERB KRANSDORF, of Pittsburgh, then 
discussed the economic and unemployment situation in 
the Pittsburgh area, In addition, he mentioned that 
anew "Red Gircus" has taken place in that city. In 
this connection, he cited the removal of a professor 
at the University of Pittsburgh for sigaing a petition 
put out by the "committee for fair play’ in Cuba. As 
a result of this incident, the Pennsylvania Legislature 
and varlous veterans groups have called for an in~ 
vestigation of the employment of Communists or pro- 
Communists at the University. KRANSDORF stated this 
is another attempt to prevent freedom of speech. 


WILLIAM WEINSTONE criticized the neglect 
of the works of EUGENE DEBS, JOHN REED and others. 
He pointed out there was a new 800 page text book, 
"Foundations of Leninism", the use of which would 
strengthen the knowledge and theory of members. The 
American Party, according to WEINSTONE, was very 
weak in the teaching of dialectics which constitutes 
a large portion of this book. He said he recognized 
the fact that dialectics are the foundation of 
MARXISM. He feels the members! shortcomings in 
this regard has created an inability to come to 
grips with reality. 


An unmale reviewed action taken by New 


England District Committee in removing CHASE from 
Gistrict leadership. He urged that no fast action 
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be taken by the National Committee as all factional 
groupings have been removed. 


JAMES JACKSON then stated that he agreed 
with CHASE's remarks the previous day to the effect 
that the review commission should be reactivated. 
JACKSON said it is becoming apparent that they 
cannot continue the process of degradation of 
leadership, that the party must have leadership 
endowed with all the requisites for functioning. 


fhe folleowing motion made and carried: 
that HOMER CHASE be removed from National Committee; 
that he be informed by this body to abandon his 
recent “impermissible activities"; that within 
six months he present letter of self-criticism to 
Secretariat, who in connection with the district, 
will work out a review of his work and activities 
and take whatever steps necessary. The presence 
of HOMER CHASE at this session of the National 
committee meeting was not established by the 
informant or by fisur. 


Session reconvened 2:02 PM. LOUIS 
WEINSTOCK designated chairman. 


CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT reported on work of 
the Negro Commission and noted next issue of "Political 
affairs" will have an article on the meeting of that 
commission, at Philadelphia. He said that conferences 
on Negro work are to start no later than March 15, and 
are to be held in all the districts. 


PAUL ROBESON, JR., GUS HALL, TOM NABRIED, 
BEN DAVIS, CHARLENE MITCHELL, ESTHER CONTOR, TED 
BASSETT, GERALDYNE LIGHTFOOT and MILDRED McADORY 
participated in the discussion:of the Negro resolution. 
Each speaker had certain suggested revisions of various 
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portions of this document. ESTHER CONTOR 
particularly criticized the resolution because 

it did not include a program of immediate action 
with respect to job discrimination against the 
Negro people. GERALDYNE LIGHTFOOT noted the 

need for a program of activities to be formulated 
by the partyin celebration of Negro History Week. 


BEN DAVIS said Secretary of Civil Rights 
is needed in the Presidential Cabinet to bring an 
immediate end to JIM CROW in the US. BEN DAVIS 
then read a resolution that a Constitution Committee 
be set up with responsibility to come up with proposals 
which can be acted upon at the next National Convention. 
This resolution was passed. 


GUS HALL, on behalf of the National Committee, 
proposed WILLIAM WEINSTONE as a new member of that 
body. This resolution was passed. 


An unfemale proposed the establishment 
of a Women's Commission. After some Giscussion, 
this proposal was adopted, 


Two motions were then discussed, put to 
vote and passed. One, the Secretariat will deal 
with the question of quotas for "The Worker", two, 
the question of reestablishment of the "Daily Worker" 
will be handled by a local committee. 


GUS HALL then summarized, mentioning 
varlous publications of the party and said that 
these can be used to tremendous advantage by the 
party. He stressed the need for unity in the party 
behind its leadership. He stated the leaders will be 
required to devote their individual attention to’ the 
party. He said the party is in a position to do 
many things behind a united party and a united leadership. 
He stressed that National Committee members should 
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analyze events in their districts prior to requesting 
assistance from the National Office. ‘The party as 

of now will hold each member accountable for his 

own actions and will demand self-criticism from 

its members, He said they will no longer permit 
opposing statements to be disregarded or "swept 

under the rug". HALL touched on the party's 
electoral statement and suggested that National 
Committee members might reread it and thus realize 
the party's view was correct from the beginning. 

He said there is a belief in the party that the 

party is unable to get the support of labor 

because it has failed to endorse the formation 

of a labor party. HALL said the party's refusal 

is based on the fact that the two major parties 

have not reached a certain point in policy where- 

by a new party should be realistically formed. 

Upon establishment of a labor party, the Communist 
Party will then take action. However, at the 

present time, the party must continue to propagandize 
for the need of a new party. HALL said it is unwise 
to have CP candidates now considering the possible 
injury of persons who sign Communist Party nominating 
petitions. 


HALL then spoke on youth noting there is an 
upsurge of Marxist Socialist Clubs that cannot be 
ignored, He was generally in agreement with the 
youth concept that emerged at the Chicago Conference. 
HALL said that the Youth Movement will grow spontaneously 
on different levels. HALL commented on the 81 Party 
Statement, stating that this statement did not compromise 
any of their basic concepts in the fight against 
imperialssm., He then stated that the party's 
strategic concept was the anti-monoply coalition. 
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A motion was made and carried that 
the main report and the summary be accepted. 


JACKSON presented a resolution adopting 
the 81 Party Statement as essential to every CP. 
This was passed, Meeting ajourned 4:50 pm,

HELEN finally reported that ali elubs and CP 
organizations shovld obGain the January, 1961, magazine 
"Political Affairs” to read what is there concerning the 
Moscow Conference so as to have full club and organization 
discussions on the Moscow Conference. HELEN remarked that 
the resuits of the Moscow Conference should be thoroughly 
discussed and stated taat the National Conmittee of the Party 
is going to prepare an outline for ail the groups. HELEN 
stated, These discussions should not be on theory alone, 
although the theory is important, but also on the application 
for ourselves for only then wild we in America feel that we 
are making our contribution. For as you know, America was 
named as the number one aggressive country in’ the world by . 
the 81 Communist Parties represented at the Moscow Conference.’ 


Then the Chairman commented that all the plans and 
arrangements for the March 18 testimonial affair for Comrade 
ALEX ZAROFF had been compl¢ed and ajl.that remained to be done 
was to publicize the affair in the "Morning Freiheit" with 
ZAROFF'sS picture and to get some publicity in "The Worker" 
concerning the affair and to sell tickets. 


Chairman CARL stated that in the past for these 
affairs, MORRIS SCHNEIDERMAN had usually been the secretary 
and that he, CARL, Was usually the chairman but that this 
year because of SCHNEIDERMAN'S iliness, the positions were

APTHEKER, HERBERT 


APTHEKER is an at large member of the NC and 
Director of the N¥ School for Marxist Studies. 


APTHEKER returned to the US from a trip abroad 
on 11/21/60. He delivered a lecture in January, 1961 
on the Cuban Revolution. He is scheduled to speak in 
Chicago on 2/19/61 on the Civil War Centennial and in 
the Bronx, NY, 2/21/61, on the occasion of Negro 
Brotherhood Week. 


AUERBACH, SOLOMON 


AUERBACH is an at large member of the NC who 
is commonly known as JAMES ALLEN. 


He is currently on an extended trip abroad. 
He was a representative of the CP, USA at the November 
Conference of 81 CPs of the world held in Russia. It 
is noted that ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, upon her return to this 
country, criticized AUERBACH's actions at this Conference. 


BART, PHILLIP 


BART is an at large member of the NC and continues 
to hold the title of National Organization Secretary. 
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He continues to be most active in the day 
to day work at the CP, USA National Office. In addition, 
he was one of those responsible for resolving the 
situation which developed in Boston and resulted in the 
expulsion of HOMER BATES CHASE from the NC. 


BERT, ERIK 


BERT is an at large member of the NC and holds 
the position of Executive Editor of "The Worker". He 
has been most active in the recent Fund Drive for the 
Party paper. 


it has been reported that BERT will attend a 
Conference of CP Journalists from all parts of the world in 
Leipzig, Germany, during the middle of March. 


BLAIR, FRED 


BLAIR represents the Wisconsin District on the 
NC and continues to hold the postition of Chairman of the 
CP of Wisconsin, 


There is some recent evidence that BLAIR would 
like to give up the position of Chairman of the Wisconsin CP. 


BLUM, EMANUEL 


BLUM represents the Indiana District on the NC 
and is Chairman of the Indiana Party. 


BLUM has been highly concerned over the adverse 
effect of the notoriety that he received relative to 
newspaper coverage of a Midwest NC meeting held in 
September, 1960, in Chicago. BLUM has stated that because 
of this publicity, several people have discontinued his 
services as a tutor. In addition, it was learned that as 
a result of this publicity, a meeting of the Educational 
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Commission of the GP of Illinois scheduled to be held 

at BLUM's residence, was cancelled, In addition, BLUM 
@zpressad the opinion that the leadership of the CP 
should not attend the National Steel Commission meeting 
held during November, 1960, a8 their presence would 
jeopardize the security of other Steel Commission members. 


CHAKA, EDWARD 


CHAKA represents the Ohio District on the NC 
and is a member of the State Board of the Ohio CP. 


CHASE, HOMER BATES 


At a meeting of the NC held 1/20 - 22/61; 
the following motion was made and carried: 


That HOMER CHASE be removed from the NC; that 
he be informed by this body to abandon his recent 
“ampermissable activities"; that within 6 months he 
present a letter of self-criticism to the Secretariat, 
who, in connection with the District, will work out 
a veview of his work and activities and take whatever 
further steps necessary. 


CHILDS, MORRIS 

CHILDS represents the Missouri - Kansas 
District on the NC. He was elected to the NC at the 17th 
National Convention under the name ©. MARTIN. 

CHILDS returned from a trip abroad during 
December, 1960. While abroad, he attended the Conference 
of Representatives of 8L GPs of the world heid in Russia 
during November, 1960. 

COLON, JESUS 


COLON is an at large member of the NC and continues 
to write a regular weekly colum for “The Worker". 
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COLON teaches at the NY School for Marxist 
Studies and recently gave a series of lectures on 
the Cuban Revolution. He continues to exhibit 
strong interest in the Cuban situation and the work 
of the Party among Puerto Ricans. 


CRENOVICH, MICHAEL AARON 


CRENOVICH is a member of the NC * 
representing the NY District. It has been reported 
that CRENOVICH has been active for "The Committee 
for Fair Play for Cuba" and there is evidence of his 
involvement with the “July 26 Movement". 


CRENOVICH, during the course of the reorganization 
of the NY District, repeatedly criticized GUS HALL 
and his reorgarilzation program. 


DAVIS, BENJAMIN J., JR. 
DAVIS is an at large member of the NC and holds 
the position of OP, USA National Secretary. 


DAVIS spoke at Amherst College, Amherst, 
Massachusetts, on 1/5/61. Atv that time he said that 
it was a privilege for him as a graduate of the Class 
of 1925, to be back at Amherst. He commented that it 
was a privilege of free speech not afforded him in NY. 
In his speach he advocated peaceful coexistence; was 
critical of the EISENHOWER Administration handling 
of the Cuban situation and spoke briefly about Africa 
and South America. 


DAVIS has been in general disagreement with 
GUS HALL's program of reorganization of the NY District. 


DAVIS, SAMUEL KRASS 


DAVIS represents the Minnesota - Dakota District 
on the NG and is Secretary of that District. In his 
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position he exerts absolute control over the Party 
activities within the District. 


There has been some comment reflecting 
adversely on DAVIS regarding the failure of the District 
to take any steps whatsoever regarding the registration 
during November and December, 1960. During November 
it was reported that DAVIS was bitter over his failure 
to effect the infiltration of a ward club of a major 
political party in North Minneapolis. DAVIS! efforts 
in this respect met with complete failure and those CP 
members who attempted to gain membership in a ward club 
at his direction, were completely unsuccessful. 


DAVIS has put much effort into the development 
of a new Marxist youth group. 


DAVIS continues to spend some of his time 
at “The Worker" bookstore in downtown Minneapolis 
and takes periodic trips to North Minnesova in the 
Duluth iron vange area in particular, on Party business. 


DENNIS, EUGENE 
DENNIS died of cancer on 1/31/61. 
DENNIS, THOMAS DE WITT, JR. 


DENNIS is a meniber of the NC representing the 
Michigan District and in addition holds the position 
of Secretary of that District. 


DENNIS 1s self-employed as "Tommy's Builders 
Repair Service", DENNIS continues to actively participate 
in national and local CP activities, including recent 
negotiations in connection with moving the location of 
CP Headquarters of the Michigan District. He reportedly 
“has refused to work full time for the CP because of his 
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wife's objections. As a result, local CP leaders 
have complained of the failure of the National Office

CARL WINTER 
reportedly expressed concern about organizational 
problems in the District and stated in effect that 
the National Office must get help for DENNIS soon. 


DOBBS, BEN 


DOBBS represents the Southern California District 
of the CP on the NC and holds the position cof Executive 
Secretary of that District. 


He continues to be closely associated with 
DOROTHY HEALEY, Chairman of the District and 
constantly defends her stand in regard to Party policies. 
The actions of both DOBSS and HEALEY have been under 
fire recently in regard to their attitudes toward the 
negro comrades. 


FINNN, ELIZABETH GURLEY 


FLYNN is a member at large of the NC and holds 
the title of Vice Chairman of the CP, USA. 


FLYNN recentiy returned from Russia where she attended 
the November Conference of vepresentatives of 81 CPs 
throughout the world. She has indicated that she 
received a warm welcome everywhere she went abroad. She 
spoke in particular of a reception at which shewas 
Chairman and had the privilege of introducing KHRUSHCHEV. 
FLYNN stated that KHRUSHCHEV spoke for 15 minutes on the 
OP, USA at this reception and praised her and the CP, USA 
at great lengths. FLYNN indicated it was her opinion 
that China will abide by the declaration made at the 
November Conference dealing with peaceful coexistence. 


FLYNN recently cut short. her trip through the 
midwest to return for DENNIS! funeral 
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PRIEDLANDER, MIRIAM _ 


FRIEDLANDER is a member of the NC and 
represents the NY District. She continues to hold the 
title of Bronx County Organizer although she has been 
removed from the Party payroll. 


FRIEDLANDER regularly attends meetings of 
the Bronx County Committee and has been most active 
in "The Worker" Fund Drive. FRIEDLANDER has been most 
disappointed over the fact that ARNOLD JOHNSON was given 
the assignment of developing the Peace Question. 
FRIEDLANDER has general bitterness over not getting 
this assignment and over the general reorganization 
of the NY State CP.

He has been under attack on charges of anti-Party 
position and on 1/2/61, the State Board members decided 
that because of HAALAND's uncooperative attitude, they 
had no alternative but to suspend him.as State Chairman 
and to proceed with his trial on the charges. HAALAND 
thereafter was advised by a committee of board menibers 
that he was being suspended by the OP State Board as 
Chairman and in view of charges pending against him, 

he was not to attend an NC meeting, that if he did 
attend, he would do so at his own expense and without 
the approval of the State Board. 


HALL, FLORA 


HALL is a member of the NC representing 
the Illinois District. 


HALL has moved from her former address to 
5338 North Winthrop, Chicago. Her son CARL HALL continues 
to reside with her. 


During December, 1960, HALL was active in 
distributing registration forms to the Chairmen of CP 
Clubs throughout the Illinois District. HALL was to be 
responsible for the compilation of figures required by 
the National Office on the individual membership? 


HALL, GUS 


HALL is an at large member of the NC and holds the 
title of General Secretary of the CP, USA. 
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He continues to be most active in all phases 
of CP work on a national level. In addition, it was 
through his efforts that the leadership of the NY CP 
District was reorganized. 


CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT recently commented that GUS 
HALL will move away more and more from the day to day 
operation of the Party and that BEN DAVIS and PHIL 
BART will assume much of HALL's responsibility in this 
regard. 


HATHAWAY, CLARENCE 


HATHAWAY is an at large member of the NC and 
holds the position of Chairman of the NY District. 
It was decided at the CP State Committee meeting held 
during the.early part of December, 1960, that HATHAWAY 
would retain -his nosition as Chairman of the District.

JACKSON returned to the US on 12/20/60, 
after an extended trip abroad. He functioned as 
Secretary of the CP, USA Delegation to the Moscow 
Convention held in November, 1960. Since his return 
he has been active in reporting on that Convention 
and interpreting the 81 Party Statement resulting 
therefrom. 


JOHNSON, ARNOLD 


JOHNSON is an at large member of the NC. 
He was removed from the position of Vice Chairman 
of the NY District during the reorganization that took 
place in December, 1960. He was scheduled to be 
removed from the NY District payroll on 1/1/61 and 
transferred to the National Office payroll. 


ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN has stated that she 
has recommended ARNOLD JOHNSON to head up the Defense 
Committee. She commented that JOHNSON would be able 
to handle such a position, that he knows the work and 
has contact with outfits such as the Civil Liberties 
Union. 


PHIL BART has stated that ARNOLD JOHNSON 
may be put in charge of the peace movement on a national 
level. He said that it is hoped that JOHNSON will devise 
anew approach on the Peace Question which may take the 
form of developing a front organization for the 
recognition of Red China. 


KRCHMAREK, ANTHONY 

KRCHMARBK is a member of the NC representing 
the Ohio District. In addition, KRCHMAREK holds the 
position of State Chairman of the Ohio CP. 


His particular emphases in Party work has 
been in the labor field. He attends meetings of the 
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CP, USA Trade Union Commission and the CP, USA National 
Steel Commission. At a meeting of the NEC, held in 
December, 1960, KRCHMAREK stated that the Ohio CP had 
distributed 10,000 pieces of literature on various 
election issues and helped sway the labor vote. 


At a meeting of the Southeast Section of the 
CP in Clevelané, held December 1, 1960, DAVEKATZ stated 
that KRCHMAREK had not been paid for seven months. 


XUSHNER, SAM 


KUSHNER is a member of the NC representing the 
Illinois District. In addition, he is Midwest Editor 
of "The Worker", 


Recently, KUSHER was interviewed on a radio 
news program in Chicago. KUSHNER stated that he was 
proud to be a Commmist and identified himself as the 
Midwest Editor of "The Worker". During this program, 
KUSHNER indicated it was his opinion the Chicago Police 
Department was securing information on the Party through 
the tapping of telephone wires at Party Headquarters 
in Chicago.

LIGHTFOOT is an at large member of the NC. 
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After returning from her trip to Moscow 
in August, 1960, LIGRTFOOT did not return to CP 
Headquarters to resume her work as Press Director. 
On her return she stated that if it had not been for 
her family in the US, she would have tried to make 
the Soviet Union her permanent residence. 


In late 1960, LIGHTFCOT mentioned that the 
negro-white relationship in the Party has steadily 
been declining and that few negroes were being invited 
to white comrades residences. 


LIMA, ALBERT "MICKEY" 


LIMA is aimember of the NC representing the 
Northern California District. In addition, he is 
Chairman of that District. 


LIMA attended the Conference of CP Secretaries 
held in Moscow in November, 1960. LIMA's actions at 
this Conference were the subject of criticism and have 
been described as “amateurish and naive". 


LUMER, HYMAN 


LUMER is an at large member of the NC and holds 
the title of National Education Secretary. 


In early December, 1960, LUMBER conducted CP 
educational classes in Baltimore. Also during December, 
1960, he wrote an article in "The Worker" on the subject 
of the US gold problem. 


LUMER is scheduled to speak at the University of 
Towa on 2/23/61. He has stated that it is his intention 
to write several other midwest colleges to see if he could 
get any other invitations to speak. 
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MC _ADORY, MILDRED (EDELMAN) 


MC ADORY is an at large member of the NC 
and a member of the Harlem Regional Committee of the CP. 


MC ADORY regularly attends meetings of the 
CP, USA National Negro Commission. She has indicated 
the need for an open Party Headquarters in Harlem. 
She continues to support BEN DAVIS in his differences 
with other members of the CP National leadership. 


MC ADORY spoke at the NC meeting held 
1/20 - 22/61 on the need of the Party to undertake 
open mass work. She said that HENRY WINSTON's mother 
was eritical of the Party for what she considered the 
Party's lack of concern for her son's welfare, MC ADORY 
said that she assured Mrs. WINSECN that the Party had been 
active in WINSTON's behalf and was contemplating further 
action to gain his release. MC ADORY urged the Party 
reintensify the campaign for WINSTON's release and make 
efforts to wing this case to the attention of President 
KENNEDY. 


MEYERS, GEORGE 


MEYERS is an at large member of the NC. In 
addition he has been given the assignment of contacting 
people in various southern states for the Party. There 
is feeling among certain leaders that in view of his 
assignment in the south, MEYERS should also be made a 
menoer of the National Negro Commission. 


MITCHELL, CHARLENE 


MITCHELL is a member of the NC representing 
the Southern California District of the CP. In addition 
she holds ‘4% position on the Executive Board of the 
District, but because of her il] health she has been 
veleased from all youth activities and assigned to teach 
Marxist classes. 
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NABRIED, THOMAS 

NABRIED is a member of the NC representing 
the Eastern Pennsylvania and Delaware District. In 
addition he is employed full time by the Party in the 
eapacity of District Chairman. 


He has been attending meetings at the National 
_ Negro Commission during recent months. Although a 
Marxist, he frequently gives indications of negro 
nationalism and lays stress on such issues as negro 
representation, the right of negroes to register and vote 
in the south and giving aid to oppressed negroes in 
the south. 


NELSON, BURT GALE 


NELSON represents the Northwest District 
on the NC. In addition he holds the position of 
Chairman of that District. 


NELSON has been éndeavoring to reinstate his 
membership in the ILWU. To date he has been 
unsuccessful, blaming his failure on interference by 
Naval Intelligence and enemies within the union. When 
HARRY BRIDGES was in Seattle, NELSON contacted him and 
found BRIDGES extremely "cool". BRIDGES told NELSON 
that there was nothing he could do for him insofar as 
getting back into the union was concerned. HOWARD 
BODINE, another ILWU official from San Francisco was 
equally "cool" toward NELSON and would not even talk 
to him. The problem that faces NELSON is that 
membership renewals must be made within a 10-year 
period from withdrawal date, WELSON's time limit is 
running out in 1961. If unsuccessful, NELSON will Lose 
all rights to retirement benefits. 


O'DELL, HUNTER PITTS 
O'DELL is a member of the NC representing the 


South. He was elected at the National Convention under 
the name CORNELIUS JAMES. 
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it has been reported that O'DELL is going 
to a university to study higher mechanics of the 
insurance business. It has further been reported that 
there is consideration being given to sending him to 
@ secret Party school in Moscow, which will run for 
2 years, 
PATTERSON, WILLTAM L. 

PATTERSON is an at large member of the NC. 
In the reorganization of the New York District, 
PATTERSON retained his position as Vice Chairman of 
that District. 


PATTERSON, as a member of the CP, USA Negro 
Commission, has been most active in the formation of a 
program for 1961, outlining Party activities in this fidd. 


PERRY, PETTIS . 


PERRY is an at large member of the NC. 


PERRY continues to be confined as a tubercular 
at the Olive View Sanitorium, Olive View, California. 


POTASH, IRVING 


POTASH is an at large member of the NC and 
holds the position of Labor Secretary of the CP, USA 
and membership on the Organization Bureau. 


It has been reported that POTASH has been in 
contact with BILL KASHTAN and TIM BUCK, leaders of the 
CP of Canada and has conferred with outstanding and 
important leaders in both the packing ari steel industries. 


On 12/15/60, POTAgH attended and presided over 
a meeting of the CP, USA Trade Union Commission. He 
presented a report at this meeting on the development 
and estimate of militancy in the Trade Union Movement. 
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It has been announced that a meeting of the 
National Automobile Commission and a Railroad Conference 
will be held in February, 1961, and that POTASH will 
probably be in attendance. 


In addition to his duties as Labor Secretary, 
POTASH continues to handle the HENRY WINSTON eppeal. His 
status with INS is unchanged and he continues under order 
of supervision awaiting deportation. 


PROCTOR, ROSCOR 


PROCTOR is a member of the NC representing 
the Northern California District. He is a member of the 
Northern California District Committee and his occupation 
is warehouseman. 


PROCTOR attended .q: CP Leadership School for 
afive-week period during November, December, 1960, WILLIAM 
WEINSTONE, in reviewing the qualifications of students 
attending this school, described PROCTOR as “thinking 
fellow" and a most qualified organizer. 


QUEEN, DANIEL 
QUEEN .is an ac large member of the NC. 


It has been learned that QUEEN was a leading 
figure in a national organizing conference to establish 
an Organizational Committee for a Socialist ~ Oriental 
Youth Organization held in Chicago over the New York 
Holidays. At this Conference he was elected to the 
Executive Council of the Organizing Committee and 
designated as one of three persons to travel nationally 
for this organizing effort to form a youth organization 
within a year. 


RICHMOND, An 

RICHMOND is an at large member of the NC. He 
continues to hold the position of Executive Editor of 
the "People's World". 
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RICHMOND, in discussing the current 
idealogical differences between the USSR and Communist 
China, stated that it was important that the CP, USA 
not make thesmistake of deciding which is the bad party 
and which is the good. He advocated an interpretation 
of Marxist theory in light of the vapid and sweeping 
social changes which have occurred. 


ROBESON, PAUL JR, 

ROBESON is a member of the NC representing 
the New York District. ROBESON was outspoken against 
the reorganization of the NY District along the lines 
proposed by GUS HALL, He has declared that CLARENCE 
HATHAWAY is not qualified for the leadership of the NY 
District because of his lack of knowledge in the negro 
field. ROBESON has supported BEN DAVIS in this current 
conflict and has stated that DAVIS should never have been 
removed from the state leadership. 


He attended the NC meeting of 1/20 ~ 22/61, 
and In speaking called for intensified activity in the 
struggle to defeat colonialism and imperialism. 


ROSENBLUTH, NAT 


ROSENBLUTH is a member of the NO representing 
the NY District. He attended a NY District CP Committee 
meeting in early November, 1960, however, since that 
time he has been almost totally inactive in regard to 
CP work. 


RUBIN, MORTINER DANIEL 
RUBIN is an at large member of the NC 
representing youth and holds the position of CP, USA 


National Youth Secretary. In addition he is a member of 
the CP, USA Organization Bureau. 
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RUBIN was a member of the Coordinating 
Committee, the Press Committee and the Credentials 
Committee at the National Youth Conference to establish 
a National Organizing Committee for a Marxist Youth 
organization held in Chicago 12/30/60 - 1/1/61. RUBIN 
was elected a menber af large of the Executive Committee 
of the National Organizing Committee established at 
this Conference. 


STACHEL, JACOB 


STACHEL is an at large member of the NC 
He regularly attends meetings of the CP national — leadership. 
He presented an analysis of the election vote at the 
NEC meeting held 12/27/60. At that time he urged 
immediate steps be taken in the fight for a new organization 
by the CP of “left forces". He said this must be done 
So the Party can extend thelr mass work and not let the 
SWP and ether organizations take over in fields in which 
the CP was supreme in the past. 


STANFORD, JOHN 


STANFORD is a member of the NC representing 
the south. He continues as the main CP leader in the 
San Antonio area. it has been reported that STANFORD 
was one of those being considered as a representative 
of the CP, USA assigned to maintain liaison with the 
CP of Mexico. 


POOQHEY, PATRICK 


TOOHEY is a member of the NC representing the 
New Jersey District, In addition, he is State Chairman 
of the New Jersey CP. Although he receives no salary in 
this position, he does receive expense money from the 
New Jersey CP. 
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Pallures on the part of the National Office 
functionaries to fulfill speaking committments in New 
Jersey has led TOOHEY to make remarks that there is 
a definite lack of interest exhibited by the leadership 
toward the New Jersey CP and has resulted in -inereased 
isolation of the state from the National Office. 


TORMEY, BETTY GANNETT 


TORMEY is a member of the NC representing 
the NY District. She was retained in the leadership 
of the NY District under the recent plans of reorganization. 
"the Worker" issue dated 12/11/60, containg a notice 
that "Betty Gannett" was designated a menber of the full- 
time staff of the NY State CP and given the title of 
Organizer and Educational Director of the District. 


According to the Winter Term brochure of the 
New York School for Marxist Studies, 1/16 - 2/4, 
"Betty Gamett" is listed aa an instructor of 
"People's Capitalism". 


TORMBY, JAMES 


TORMEY is a member of the NC representing 
the NY District. He was retained as Kings County éP 
Organizer in the reorganization of the District, however, 
he was dropped from the State payroll as a full-time 
employee. He reportedly is looking for employment. 


WEINSTOCK, LOUIS 


WEINSTOCK is a member of the NC representing 
the NY District and General Manager of "The Worker". 
In addition he is a member of the Organization Bureau. 


It was recently learned that WEINSTOCK, while 
in Hungary in September, 1960, to attend the wedding of 
his daughter, reached some agreement with the Hungarians 
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as to what they might do indirectly to help "The Worker". 
WEINSTOCK attempted to reach a similar agreement with 
the Czechoslovakian officials during his stopover in 
Prague, Czechoslovakia in late September when returning 
from Hungary, but was unsuccessful, WEINSTCCK did not 
ask for money from either the Czechoslovakians or 
Hungarians. The Hungarians reportedly told WEINSTOCK 
they could send them certain goods through 

their trading organization in the US. Kitchen utensils 
and otherhandicraft items were mentioned and it was 
stated that they could give the items to WEINSTOCK at cost 
or less and he could dispose of them as he sees fit. 


In the latter part of January, 1961, WEINSTOCK 
indicated he has been to the Hungarian trading organization 
in N¥c¢ and found them much more cooperative then when 
first contacted. WEINSTOCK has also indicated he was 
going after the Czechoslovakian trading organization 
Tauseg, and other Socialist bloe countries! trading 
organizations to get them to take ads in "The Worker", 


WEINSTONE, WILLIAM WOLF 


WEINSTONE was elected a member of the NC at 
a@ meeting of that body held in NYC 1/20 - 22/61.

In 
addition he attended a meeting of the NEC held in NY 
auring December, 1960. 
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WHEELER, JUANITTA 


WHEELER is a member of the NC representing 
the Southern California District. She is employed 
as Circulation Manager of the "People's World”. 


WHEELER attended the Leadership Training School 
held in NY during November and December, 1960. WILLIAM 
WEINSTONE, in reviewing the qualifications of the students 
attending this school, described WHEELER as "very 
intelligent". This opinion 1s in contrast to the 
evaluation of many fellow comrades in the San Francisco 
area who consider her mentally slow and hardly 
qualified for membership on the NC. 


WINTER, CARL 


WINTER is a member of the NC representing 
the Michigan District. In addition he holds the position 
of Chairman of that District and Chairman of the Midwest 
Region, CP, USA. He devotes his full time to CP activities, 


WINTER has greatly improved in health and is 
currently involved in the move of the Michigan CP office 
to new quarters, 


WINTER, HELEN ALLISON 


WINTER is a member of the NC as well as a 
member of the Michigan State CP Committee. 


At a meeting held in October, 1960, she 
reported on her recent travels to Cuba and her attendance 
at the Convention of the Popular Socialist Party of Cuba. 
She outlined the background of the Revolutionary Movement 
giving an appraisal of the role being played in this 
movement in the government by Communist factions. She 
iauded the Castro Government and described the position of 
the Communist element in glowing terms. 
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WINTER veturned to the Detroit area on 1/6/61 
after having attended the meeting in Moscow of 
Secretaries of the CPs throughout the world. WINTER 
was a delegate of the CP, USA to this meeting. She 
is planning meetings at which whe will report her 
activities while in Russia. 


Part II 


PHIL BART, in January, 1961, has eluded to 
the existence of a national "leftist" group inside the 
Party. He said that while he is withouS absolute 
evidence, there were some indications of its existence, 
BART said that there is @ situation in the 
Oregon District of the CP. BART commented that he 
received a letter from CASSIE JONES, CP member from 
Oregon, stating thatthe Oregon GP had suspended or 
expelled NORMAN HAALAND until further notice and asked 
that the National Office have nothing to do with him. 
BAR? stated that HAALAND is one of BERT NELSON's "boys" 
and it is possible that NELSON may be engaged in a 
national "leftist" group. BART concluded that there 
must be a system of correspondence in this group but 
the particulers are unknown. He said that he has seen 
manifestations of such a leftist group in the NY County 
CP and has heard there are such manifestations existing 
in the New Jersey CP. 


BEN DAVIS criticized GUS RALL's report to 
the NO at the meeting held 1/20 - 22/61, claiming HALL 
always attends the meetings, makes good speeches, but 
gets nothing done. According to DAVIS, HALL talked 
about the economic situation but has failed to reflect 
a clear cut program, 


HALL later criticized DAVIS for not making a 
Sincere effort to attend the National Negro Commission 
inceting in Philadelphia on 1/14 - 15/61. HALL indicated 
he was not satisfied with the wor of the Leadership and 
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that unless there was some improvement in the near 
future, he would take steps to have certain individuals 
replaced. 


As a result of the foregoing, DAVIS and HALL 
became engaged in a heated discussion. 


ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN and HY LUMER have 
agreed that the trouble with the National Organization 
is that they do net have a working Secretariat. They 
described BEN DAVIS as “nothing but a windbag". in 
addition both FLYNN and LUMER indicated dissatisfaction 
with the leadership 5’ GUS HALI/ms given to the Party. 


The disputes between FLO HALL and JAMES WEST 
in the Illinois District continue. As a result they 
are unable to effectively coordinate the work of the 
District. 


The dispute regarding negro leadership on 2 
national scale continues. BILL ALBERTSON, who has been 
removed from leadership in NY State, has stated that 
BEN DAVIS has systematically stifled or prevented the 
up-grading of any other negro leader on a national 
scale. He said, however, that DAVIS has not been able 
to stop CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT although he continues to snipe 
at LIGHTFOOT at all national meetings. ALBERTSON has 
stated that one of the reasons GUS HALL does not tangle 
with DAVIS on the leadership question is because of 
the general weakness of the CP line on the Negro Question, 
One of thereasons given for the low negro membership in 
the Party in NY is because many negro Comaunists will not 
register in view of their dislike for DAVIS and their 
feeling that his line on the Negro Question is wrong. 


Recently, CHARLENE MITCHELL was the source of 
controversy at a meeting of negro comrades of the 
Southern California District when HEALEY and DOBBS were 
charged with white chauvenism. This charge was made 
because they attempted to oust MITCHELL from her position 
as a full time paid employee of the District. The reason 
given for this ouster was the fact that MITCHELL 's 112 
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Part Tir 


The family relationship of DAVIS and his wife 
continues to deteriorate. He uses vile and obscene 
language in addressing her. Recently it has been reported 
that JOE EDELMAN has made certain overtures to NINA 
DAVIS, BEN's wife, It would appear from ccnversation 
that an affair between the two in the near future is a 
distinet possibility. 


PEN DOBBS has recently been under the care of 
a physician for a growth in his throat. According to 
DOBBS, his physician has indicated the growth is not 
malignant. 


Considerable animosity was developed between 
PEGGY DENNIS and certain leaders of the CP at the time 
of her husband's death. he has indicated that there was 4a 
general lack of feeling or interest in her husband's 
condition until just at the "end". The Party leaders, 
-mainly PHIL BART, made funeral arrangements including a 
memorial service without consulting or inquiring as to the 
wishes of PEGGY. She was incensed and dismayed at this. 
It is noted that she did not attend the memorial service for 
her husband. 


PEGGY DENNIS revealed that ELIZABETH GURLEY 
FLYNN was in the Midwest where she had a number cf meetings 
scheduled when she got the news of GENE's death. She 
immediately cancelled all meetings. PEGGY said that 
PLYNN had a terrific pow because people in Chicago, Detroit 
and Cleveland raised "holy hell" and said that she could 
fulfill her committments and still return to NYC for the 
services on Sunday. According to PEGGY DENNIS, FLYNN was 
furious and said that she has never seen “such calbuseness 
and such vulgarity in any organization; that she could not 
see how they could even continue to hold the meetings 
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under such circumstances whether she was there or not", 


CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT stated in late 1960 that since 
his wife GERALDYNE no longer works at CP Headauarters, 
he is running about $40 short each week in trying to 
make his household expenses meet his income. LIGHTFOOT 
has proposed that he purchase refrigeration equipment for 
the purpose of storing eggs and that his wife could 
purchase eggs in Indiana from farmers and subsequently 
Sell these eggs to restaurants in Chicago. LIGHTFOOT 
is attempting to secure $1,000 for this venture and 
GUS HALL has promised him $500 of OP, USA funds for 
this business. 


MICKEY LIMA has been criticized for his 
actions while attending the Moscow Conference in 
November, 1960. Contrary to instructions, LIMA took 
voluminous notes at the Conference after previously 
being instructed that no notes would be permitted to be 
taken out of the Soviet Union. His activities in 
this regard became so noticeable that the Soviets 
called them to the attention of the Chairman of the 
CP, USA Delegation. 


LIMA also violated “protocol” by quizzing 
delegates from other countries without the permission 
of the Soviets. 


Due to his.actions at this Conference, LIMA 
has provoked the suspicions of other CP leaders and his 
future actions are likely to be observed with these in 
mind, . 


TOM NABRIED and FRANCES GABOW attended a 
New Year's Eve Party on 12/31/61, imbibed freely and were 
found in bed together by the hostess on the morning of 
V/1/6l. They were fully castigeted by the hostess for 
such actions.and.have been apprehensive about repreeussions 
but have not discontinued their affair. The negro 
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common law wife of NABRIED is suspicious of them and 
understandably upset about this situation. NABRIED's 
heart condition has continued to slow down his pace 
and requires him to take a nap almost every afternoon. 
Many days he does not leave his residence. NABRIED 
continues to play numbers, betting daily in the amounts 
of .10 to .35. 


On Christmas weekend BURT NELSON became 
involved in a bitter argument with his wife HELEN, 
resulting in his wife elther hitting NELSON over the 
head with a whiskey bottle and/or throwing a glass full 
of beer in his face. In retaliation, NELSON allegedly 
struck his wife, knocking her down and then kicked her 
while she was on the floor of their boathouse. Following 
this, NELSON departed and went to a friend's house in 
Seattle and remained there all night. A 


The following morning, efter several cups of 
plack coffee, yErso@y became somewhat concerned about 
the condition of his wife, wondering whether or not she had 
been able to get off the floor. He indicated he did not 
know whether she was alive or dead. It was ascertained 
later that day that on arriving home NELSON was much 
relieved to find his wife alive. These family disputes 
involving NELSON are becoming more. frequent and more 
violent. When considered with the other animosities 
existing between NELSON and others in the CP both local 
and national, it is expected that NELSON's days as District 
Chairman are numbered.

promoting the Centennial celebration are absolutely. 
neglecting the role of the Negro, If it weren't for 

the fighting of the Negro soldiers together with the white 
ae other white men, the North could not have won the 
Civil War, : 


CASTRO is criticized for confiscating private 
property, but LINCOLN, with the stroke of a pen, confiscated 
thousand of dollars worth of private property by freeing the 
Slaves, Also President KENNEDY could, with the strokeof a 
pen, freeze federal funds to educational institutions which 
are segregated.

MIMI reported that at the recent National Committee 
meeting, held over the last weekend, the manin veport, by 
GUS HALL lasted about three or three and oné half hours, 
and this was followed by two other reports,one by JIM JACKSON 
and the other by ELIZABETH G. FLYNN, 


GUS spoke on the recent conference in November, in 
Roumania, by the 81 Socialist and Communist Parties around 
the events which were happening all over the world. 


As MIMI said there are 86 Parties in the world by only 
81 actually took part in this conference, because the other 5 
were barred from participating because of existing laws in their 
respective countries, the U.S, being one of these, but this 
does not mean that people from these Parties did not participate. 


At this conference the outcome saw a complete unified 
agreement on all phases of discussion, the main objective of 
which was that peace can be maintained in this evan of Capitalisz. 
This form of Capitalism is still the dominating force in the 
world even though it is on the decline, due to the many unified 
forces of Socialism in the world today. 


Thetest example of this is the recent session of the 
U.N. which sw the U.S. suffer many setbacks, the reason for this, 
that the many new forces admitted into the U.N. backed the 
Socialist forces around many issues. At this session it was show) 
that the U.8. is not the strongest force in the world today, the 
Soviet Union is forging ahead on every level. 


There is much unrest in the U.S, the unemployment 
situation, around education, on foreign policy, the cost of 
living still rising, inflation ete. the tug boat strike are only 
a few issues around which the forces of Capitaiism are involved 
in, 
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One of the main issues discussed, at great lengths, 
and the outcome of which saw a complete unity at this conference. 
was that war is not inevitable, it can be prevented, and is 
not necessary as some people in the world think. 


MIMI emphasized that GUS departed from his speach to 
urge every club to organize around the many issues, espécialy 
om unemployment, the complete A.F.L. 6.1.0. program for a 
shorter 30 hour work week, for an extension of the unemployment 
penefits and an lengthening of the time to receive these benefits. 


The Puerto Rican, Negro peoples movement, and the full 
support of the Cuban revolution is a must in this period and 
the Community must become the center of all or most of these 
problems and everyone must work towards this goal. 


MIMI, also departed from her report to praise President 
KENNEDY for his wonderful talk on radio, especialy around the 
issue of Laos, where he advocated a neutral government to take 
over the unrest that is in that county. 


She praised his selection of the Cabinet members, his 
foreign policy speech and if this continues we can exert pressure 
on many important issues which will arive from time to time. 


MIML said that the main task for the Communist Party 
in the United States today is to maintain peace at all cost, 
and if necessary to fight for it. 


In referring back to GUS HALL speach, MIMI pointed 
out that the U.S. still has many oversea_ bases which she must 
give up, the people must check more closély how the government 
spends its money, examine the situation in Cuba, urge the U.S. 
remove its base from that Island, urge American imperialist _ 
to cease their exploitation of the other South American 
countries and let them work out their own problems. 


At home the fight for Negro rights and their right to 
wage a continued struggle in the South to integrate must be 
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supported, and President KENNEDY must issue an executive order 
ban all resistance against them. 


A ew attempt mist be made to repeal the various Anti- 


Communist Smith Act, McCarran Act, ete. at this session of 
Congress. 


In conclusion, there must be instilled in the Party 
today a new atmosphere in line with the 17 National Convention 
and every officer and member of the Party must become active in 
the community, in local P.T.A, political organizations, fraternal 


organizations etc. and be in constant contact with the masses 
and around every struggle.

APTHEKER deplored the 
ignorning of the Negro’s role in the Civil War Centennial 
celebration and coverage in the "New York Times" was 
sarcastically quoted. He gave his version of the war 
including: Negro soldiers' refusal to accept pay less than 
white soldiers, which finally resulted in their getting the 
same wage; LINCOLN's Emancipation Proclamation freed slaves 
in Northern as well as Southern states; confiscation of private 
property by the state which set a prec@dent for CASTRO; 

The use of Negro soldiers alongside whites was considered 
impossible but when it became essential to win the war, it 
was easily accomplished, 


APTHEKER stated that LINCOLN's decision to hang a 
slave smuggler was one of his few acts of execution but was 
necessary to stop once and for ali, all of the illicit slave 
traffic, He stated that the South was behind LINCOLN's

assassination and the assassination of the Vice President and 
Cabinet officials simultaneously, however, the latter failed.

_4 question and answer session followed APTHEKER's 
talk at which time PAULA RYNGOLD asked APTHEKER if he thought 
it necessary that all revélution be accomplished by violence. 
APTHEKER answered that although this had usually been the 
case in the past, the violence had always been initiated by 
the forces in power and not by the revolutionaries. He gave 
an example of the South in the Civil War and the British in 
the Revolutionary War. He stated that it seemed very possible 
that in the future the rightist forces might find that they 
did not have’ the means to produce the violence, Another 
question referred to LUMUMBA's. murder and asked what effect 
it might have on the American Negro, APTHEKER answered that 
this would draw. the Negro masses tighter together.

CRENOVICH is a member of the NC, representing 
the NY District. He reportedly is a member of the Latin- 
American Commission of the NY CP District. CRENOVICH 
attends meetings of the NY District CP Board and is 
active in the Industrial Division of the CP. 


DAVES, BENJAMIN J., JR. 


DAVIS is an at large member of the NC and holds 
the position of CP, USA National Secretary. Recently 
PHILIP BART has been eritical of DAVIS, stating that DAVIS 
only comes to the Natlonal Office twice a week, on Wednesday 
for the Secretariat meeting and on Thursdays to get his pay. 


During the afternoon of 2/15/61, DAVIS appeared 
in a picket line demonstration outside the UN protesting 
LUMUMBA's death, DAVIS was interviewed by the press and 
was led from the demonstration by the police, In discussing 
this incident, DAVIS said that he had appeared in the 
picket line, which line he mistakenly believed to be of 
some "progressive forces", but in reality was composed of 
Negro nationalists from Harlem, DAVIS received considerable 
notoriety as a result of this indident and in some 
quarters was criticised for his participation with these 
Negro nationalists, 


EDELMAN, MILDRED MC ADOREY 


EDELMAN is an at large member of the NC and member of 
Harlem Regional Committee ofthe CP. At’ a meeting of the NY 
District CP Hoard held 2/2/61, she was proposed as a2 
member of the Negro Commission of the NY District. In 
addition, there was a question as to whether EDELMAN or 
PAUL ROBESON, JR., would be made a member of the Youth 
Commission of the District. CLARENCE HATHAWAY has ine 
dicated a preference for EDELMAN, : 
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FLYNN, ELIZABETH GURLEY 


FLYNN is an at large member of the NC and holds 
the title of Vice-Chairman of the GP, USA, It is noted that 
at a meeting of the NEC held 3/9/61, a recommendation was 
posed that ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN be named National 
Chairman, The NEC members approved and 1b was indicated 
that this recommendation was to be submitted to NC members 
not present, recommending response by 3/13/61. 


FLYNN gave the principle address at a mid-west 
meeting celebrating the 37th anniversary of "The Worker" 
held on 1/27/61, She described her eight month trip 
through the Socialist countries in Europe stating she had 
visited five countries, FLYNN was poetic in her deseription 
of the new cities which had been puilt since Communism 
took over,..:\In her conclusion, FLYNN sald she hoped every~ 
one present would join her in the fight to convert this 
country to Communism, 


On 3/3/61, FLYNN was one of the speakers at a 
rally held in Carnegie Hall to celebrate the 37th anniver- 
sary of "The Worker", as well as the 80th birthday of 
WILLIAM Z. FOSTER, 


FLYNN is scheduled to be a main speaker at a 
similar celebration to be held 3/10/61, in Philadelphia, 
On 3/11/61, she will attend a meeting in lower Bucks 
County. In addition, she has made plans to attend a meeting 
in New Jersey on 3/12/61. - 


FLYNN recently has indicated that she has hothing 
but contempt for ARNOLD JOHNSON and indicated it is her 
belief that he has “wrecked the peace movement", FLYNN 
has stated that JOHNSON should be put someplace where he 
cantt do the party any harm, 


FLYNN has aiso been critical of MIRTAM FRIEDLANDER, 
stating FRIEDLANDER has been a failure in previous jobs she 
has been given and would not like to see her get the "defense 
assignment", 
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Recently FLYNN has commented on MIMI FRIEDLANDER's 
abilities to do a defense job, FLYNN stated that FRIEDLANDER 
has been a failure in every job the party has given her. 


FRIEDLANDER, MIRIAM 


FRIEDLANDER is a member of the NC, representing 
the NY District and continues to hold the title of Bronx 
County Organizer. FRIEDLANDER regularly attends meetings 
of the NY District CP Board, She was recently criticized 
for going to the Civil Liberties: Uilon. and the Emergency 
Defense Committee and telling them that she was now in 
‘charge of "The defense job", even before she had been 
given this assignment.

HALL 
continues to be most active in all phases of CP activity 
on a national level, Recently HALL indicated that if 
he is to be "Boss", he must also control all Party funds. 
HALL said that he realizes that he can have collective 
leadership, but can't, as the leader of the Party, be 
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friends with everyone, He, however, is of the opinion 
that all individuals in the national leadership of the 
CP, USA, with the exception of BEN DAVIS, are on his side. 


HATHAWAY, CLARENCE 


HATHAWAY is an at large member of the NC and 
Chairman of the NY CP District. He was hospitalized 
from 2/17/61 to 3/4/61, as a result of an asthmatic 
attack, He is currently recuperating at home. 


In addition to previous assignments reported, 
he is a member of the Peace Commission, the Trade Union 
Commission and the Political Action and Legislation 
Commission of the NY CP District. 


JACKSON, JAMES E. 


JACKSON is an at large member of the NC and 
holds the title of National Secretary for the South. In 
addition, he holds the position of Editor of "The Worker". 


JACKSON recently has been involved in the organ- 
ization of the various celebrations for the 37th anniversary 
of "The Worker", 


The "New York Times", on 2/12/61, reportedly 
carried an article dealing with an article of JAMES 
JACKSON which appeared in the February, 1961, issue of 
"World Marxist Review" on the topic of the US and the world 
erisis, The "New York Times" article appeared under the 
title, "US Red Favors Shift in Marxism". In this "New York 
Times" article, it was pointed out that there appeared in 
the February issue of the "World Marxist Review", three 
articles, one by JACKSON, one by NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV and 
one by GHEORGHE GHEORGHIU-dej, First Secretary of the 
Rumanian Workers Party, As a result of this *’New York 
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Times" article, quite a furor has been caused in the ranks 
of the CP, USA, At a CP meeting recently held in Brooklyn; 
NY, a number of questions on this article were directed to 
ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, FIYNN, at this time, indicated she 
had no comment and would have none until she read the 
entire article in the "World Marxist Review", FLYNN has 
indicated that she feeis that the two paragraphs quoted 

by the "New York Times" as contained in JACKSON's article 
in the "World Marxist Review" are quite disturbing and 
amazing, JACKSON, in early February, 1961, has admitted 
that his statements could be misconstrued; that in 
translating this article there were some slight mistrans- 
lations and a phrase was left out, However, JACKSON felt 
that even with this phrase in it would not make much 
difference, berhaps it would not seem as bad as it was. 
JACKSON has been advised to send a note of correction to

to cause him embarrassment, 


JOHNSON, ARNOLD 


JOHNSON is an at large member of the NC and is reportedly 
a member of the Peace Commission of the NY CP District, 


JONSON was in attendance at the last meeting 
of the NC held 1/20 ~ 22/61, at which he gave a report 
which dealt with civil liberties and the necessity of 
working for peace, 


DUMER, HYMAN 


DUMER is an at large member of the NC and holds 
the title of National Education Secretary, 


On 2/20/6%3 the US Supreme Court denied ceritiorart 
in LUMER's case under the Labor Management Relations Act 
of 1947, On 2/22/61, LUMER stated’ that he will have at 
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least another 30 nights before going back to jail. He 
indicated that he is trying to get an extension because 
of his wife's illness, LUMER said that he has gotten 
some type of statement from the Government to the effect 
that they would not move in immediately for enforcement. 


O'DELL, HUNTER PrTrs 


O'DELL is a member of the NC representing 
the South, He was elected at the National Convention 
under the name CORNELIUS JAMES, O'DELL was in attendance 
on 2/17 and 18/61, at a Workshop on Race Bias in Trade

On January 23, 1961, the second of a series of lectures 
on Current Problems on Marxist Theory was held at the New York 
School for Marxist Studies, 353 Broadway, New York, N.¥. on the 
18th floor at 8:30 p.m. 


Mr. HERBERT APTHEKER was the instructor, He stated 
religion is an instrument of the ruling class. When it is 
used the masses may read differently from the way the ruling 
class intended. The masses may take over religion as a legal 
means of fighting the ruling class. 


Accept your status because it was given to you by 
God, therefore, it is the will of Him, and you shall be ever 
lighted in the hereafter. (Mr. APTHRKER said this was told to 
slaves in the early years so they would obey their masters, 
It was delivered by ministers paid by the land owners at 
sermons to the slaves.) 


The class then started to discuss nationalism. He 
stated it started to appear at the end of feudalism. Instead of 
land wealth, capitalism believed in merchantile wealth. 


Approximately 18 people attended this class.

ABE spoke on the recent elections and the coming 
Congress in the United States. 


ABE viewed the present political situation in the 
United States and the role of the present adminstration as a 
erusade for rehabilitating capitalism. ‘The people, he said, 
must not yield, must make no concessions as far as their economic 
and political freedoms are affected. If the people yiell, ABE 
told his audience, the resistance that they will later find to . 
viele desires for economic and political progress will be very 
sharp. 


ABE stated that President KENNEDY was not the candidate 


strongly supported by the Catholic Church. The Catholic Church, 
kestated, would have liked a stronger candidate. 
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ABE told his audience that he did not see the immediate 
disappearance of the House and Senate Un-American Committees, but, 
he stated, the people must continually work for thé abolition of 
these conmittees, 


After ABE's talk, the regular business meeting was held. 


BELLA urged a new campaign for the freedom of HENRY WINSTO. 
She also reported on HENRY WINSTON's mother's recent visit to 
New York. BELLA also called for proposals for the WINSTON campaign 


There was much criticism of the role of the Harlem Committ 
and of WINSTON's mother in the WINSTON campaign. 


CHARLEY veminded those participating in the discussion 
that the BCLC cannot dictate to others what must be done in the 
WINSTON campaign, It is a nationwide struggle, he said, and the 
BCLC is only one of thé participants, The BCLC, he stated, can 
only ask others to work for the freedom of WINSTON, BELLA 
Supported CHARLEY's position on this question. 


BELLA stated that it was time for an open letter to be 
sent to President KENNEDY on behalf of HENRY WINSTON, Her proposal 
received unanimous support. 


The BCLC Brotherhood Week program at the Allerton 
Center on Tuesday, 2/21/61 was announced with HERBERT APTHEKER 
a8 quest speaker, Tickets for that affair were sold at the 
meeting.

Aptheker stated that there was a real danger that the 
situation in the Congo would become another Korea, 


Food was served buffet style at this party, Hach

The real threat to our republic lies in reactionary 
moves. 
The basic defenders are the fundamental builders — 
both Negro and White. 
The oppression of the Negro people ia a matter of 
history. 
Racism has been destructive ---? 
The contributions in the war by Negroes were decisive 
in the victory. 
Policies of compromise are disastrous. 
Negro-White unity was needed to win the war. 
Decisive governmental acts are needed where fighting 
agrinst Negro oppression is concerned. Not words - acts. 
The first aim in thewar was to save the country then 
joined by the second which was to free the slaves. 
The divided character of the South was clearly shown 
in the war. Most of the Southern Whites hated secession. 
International solidarity was an outstanding feature of 
our Civil War. 
The Marxiet component was present in the Civil War. 
Marxiam had been part of the abolitionist move. 
The Civil War amendment constitutes revolution. 
The Civil War began as counter-revolution and ended 
as a revolution. 
The full potential of the revolutionary content in 
the Civil War was abated. 


There were perhaps 75 people at the meeting. It 


appeared that the majority were foreign-born. The meeting 
lasted for at least two hours. 
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There was a nan at the meeting whose picture 
will be used for sonothhg by the American Friends service 
Comittee, He is a teacher and has African students who 
vere not able to attend the meeting.

On 2/10/61, the New York School for Marxist 
Studies held a program in the Winter Garden at the Sheration- 
Atlantic Hotel, Broadway and 34th Street, NYC. Attendance 
was by engraved invitation only. HERBERT APTHEKER, the 
director of the New York School, announced that about 300 
persons were in attendance, The Garden was quite full and 
this figure is believed to be about accurate. APTHEKER stated 
that he was quite gratified by the attendance, especially in 
consideration of the fact that the affair had not been advertised. 


The speaker was introduced as Dr. JULIO ALVAREZ 
DEL VAYO, former Foreign Minister of the Spanish Republic from 
1936-1939. He claimed to be an accredited correspondent to 
the United Nations representing one or more publications, one 
of which was a newspaper in York, Pennsylvania. It is aiso 
possible that he might represent a Cuban newspaper, 


7 Dr. DEL VAYO's topic was “Current developments in 
Spain". 


Early in his remarks he stated that he waa not a 
Citizen of the US and therefore was not in a position to critize 
the Government; however, he then proceeded to engage in various 
eriticisms of the American policies towards the present day 
Spanish Government. He stated that Franco's Government would 
have failed, if the US had not extended economic assistance 
to Spain in 1959. He indicated that just prior to that time 
Franco was in serious economic trouble and a crisis would 
have developed which might have lead to the end of his dicta- 
torship. 


Dr. DEL VAYO stated that the fasckat states of 
Germany and Italy had put the fasclat Government of Franco into 
power and indicated, by insinuation that the US had taken 
over this heritage. 
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DEL VAYO stated that he had "recently" visited 
Spain, although he did not specify a date, He stated he 
could not name the exact place of nis entry into Spain, 
except that it had been over the Frenchtorder., He claimed 
to have visited with friends while in Spain. He told tne 
story thav he had been checked by a Spanish Police Officer 
and that he nad successfully evaded arrest by claiming to 
be an American tourist, whe had misplaced his papers. The 
place of this incident was not specified. He mentioned that 
ne was considered stateless with papers obtained from the 
French Government. DEL VAYO stated that not withstanding 
the foreign policies which buttvess FRANCO's power, there 
was encouragement for the forces opposing the dictator, 


He indicated that progressive forces within 
Spain were increasing. He sald that during recent elections 
the "Marxist" movement was able to place some of their people 
into "minor positions” within the labor union movement, He 
stated that things had progressed to the point where the nephew 
of a high Spanish official (possibly a Spanish Falagist general) 
was active in a Spanish underground Marxist youth movement 
that referred to itself as the "dishwashers". It 1s possible 
that this term may have reference to the fact that some of 
these youths aw employed as dishwashers. He also indicated 
that some were university students. 


DEL VAYO claimed that he had excellent sources 
of information within the Spanish Government reaching to 
the Spanish Cabinet. He mentioned that the recent letter 
campaign against FRANCO calling for the release of political 
prisoners had brought pressure on the dictator and that he 
was worried by world public opinion, 


DEL VAYO stated that another encouraging example 
was that he had been approached by students living in Spain 
wanting to establish contact with him and wanting to help him. 
Me said he told them that he had to be careful as FRANCO's 
Police were everywhere, 
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Amoung other things mentioned by DEL VAYO was 
that he had visited China, without the benefit of passport, 
No date for this visit was mentioned. He stated that he was 
well received. He also mentioned that there was close 
cooperation between the Spanish Government in exile and 
Portugese fighting against dictator SALAZAR and cited the 
Santa Maria incident as an example of this cooperation. 


HERBERT APTHEKER, was the next speaker. He 
very early stated that he was a citizen of the United States 
and not bound by the same limitations as Dr. DEL VAYO. By 
comparison to DEL VAYO's speach, APTHEKER engaged in what 
would be considered a tirade against current US policies 
toward Spain. He denounced the US backing of dictator FRANCO, 
He spoke unfavorably regarding the various US ambassadors 
assigned to Spain, He spoke of their arrogant manner in 
supporting FRANCO creating for the US resentment from the 
Spanish people, He described tne Civil War in Spain as the 
beginning of World War II and stated that until Spain was 
liberated this war had not ended. He urged that a campaign 
of letter writing to the US President and other high officials 
begin, urging the Government to stop their financial support 
of the Spanish dictatorship. 


APTHEKER then devoted some time to the discussion 
of the New York School of Marxist Studies. He identified 
himself as the director of the school, but quickly pointed 
out that the school was collectively run by a board or 
committee. He saidthe school was in its 3rd term and had 
gained many friends, He said that the school had been 
formerly organized at the home of Dr, W. E. DU BOIS, about 
@ year ago. He then proceeded to read a letter from DU BOIS 
congradulating the school on its success, APTHEKER invited 
those present to join this school, This affair took place 
between 6:45 PM and 10:30 PM and ended with the approval of 
@ resolution demanding that FRANCO release ail political 
prisoners being held by his Government. In attendance, in 
addition to those mentioned above, were the following individ- 
uals:

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The main talk at this afxvuir was delivered by Emanuel 

Blum, Indiana CP District Chairman. Blum cited a report 
prepared by Arthur Goldberg, Secretary of Labor, concerning 
the unemployment situation in the country at the present 
time. Blum mentioned that according to figures supplied by 
Goldberg, 5,400,060 people were totally unemployed at the 
present time. Goldberg felt that the United States is in 
a worse plight than it has been for many years. According 
to Blum, Goldberg agrees with a program outlined by David 
J. McDonald, president of the USWA, which was recently 

, outlined in the union's newspaper known as "Steel Labor." 
in this article, McDonald supported such issues as the 32 
hour week and outlined a program designed to return the 
steel workers to the mills. 


Blum further mentioned that the steel industry is 
tightening its activities against the steel workers. 
Disciplinary action taken by the steel industry against 
steel workers is becoming increasingly prevalent. 


Arthur Adams 4 a on a recent action bé 
taken by the Youngstown Set an ube Company, East Chicago, bIC 
Indiana, against steel workers involved in a wild cat strike, 

Adams mentioned that Joe Norrick was one of the individuals 
who refused to cross the picket line when the wild cat strike 
was instituted at the plant. According to Adams, Norrick 

was originally disciplined by being suspended for 30 working 
days. This discipline was subsequently modified to 30 
calander days. Norrick will be allowed to return to work 

On 3/4761. According to Adams, 10 individuals involved 

have been discharged by the plant. However, during subsequent 
negotiations with the union, it was decided that these men 
will be reinstated after a period of suspension. Adams 
stated that the company took photographs of the entire 
activity on the picket line during the wild cat strike and 
form these photographs, decided who should be disciplined. 


It was Adans°® opinion that the pattern of management 
in the steel industry has been set up on an agreed managenent 
approach which is described as the "G. E. pattern." He cited 
another example in the recent labor dispute at the Simmons 
Company at Munster, Indiama, 4 manufacturer of matresses. 
At that plant, a woman was transferred to a new pb, however, 
the company claimed she was not proficient enough to hold the 
new job and was discharged. Subsequent grievance negotiations 
were unsuccessful in getting this woman reinstated, therefore, 
a strike was called. 


Yard Goodspeed spoke om situatiows occurring in the 
South Works in Chicago, Illinois. Goodspeed mentioned that 
in his department at the South Yorks, there is a lack of 
good union representation. He specifically mentioned that 
the company was asking the workers to perform certain duties 
which they feit vere violations of safety prosedures. 
The union representative, according to Goodspeed, was 
actually asking the employees to cooperate with the company 
on this procedure, Goodspeed stated that recently a crane 
operator was told by the company to go to another job and 
act as a craneman at the new place for one hour. Goodspeed 
and other employees felt that this was an unsafe procedure. 
Goodspeed protested to the assistant griever, however, the 
assistant griever Sustatnod the company as it would only be 
for one hour. 


Goodspeed’s remarks set off a round of general discussion 
during which time nost of the individuals present mentioned 
problens being encountered at their places of employment in 
which the steel industry is taking a more militant stand 
and demanding on authorized work from the employees. 


‘Adams, at the request of Blum, cited a case wherein a 
general order was issued at the Coke Division of the Gary 
Yorks, United States Steel Corporation. This order reflected 
that if the employees failed to carry out orders from 
supervisors, they would be disciplined immediately. Adams 
stated that the Coke Division in the plant is highly organized 
and all actions by company supervisors concerning this matter 
are immediately reported to Local 1014 of the USWA. This 
procedure keeps the Local aware of any such action as it 
occurs so that something can be done through grievance 
procedures, 


Frank Lumpkin mentioned that in his opinion, the rank 
and file menbers in Goodspeed'’s department at the South Works, 
should begin campaigning for a stronger union representative 
to defeat the one currently representing the workers in 
Goodspeed's department. Lumpkin was of the opinion that the 
‘steel workers should elect a representative who would defend 
the employee's rights against pressure by management. 


Frank Lumpkin mentioned that at the Wisconsin Steel 
Company plant in Chicago, Zllinois, where he works, it is a 
policy that two "chippers” must work together for reasons of 
safety. There wags a recent situation where one chipper of 
a twooman team failed to réport for work. The foreman 
wanted the other chipper to work by himself, This employee 
refused and immediately contacted his grievér. According 
to Lumpkin, the problem was settled at that time. The man 
did work that day, however, he did not work as a "chipper" 
because of the fact that the other man was absent. 


Mario (LNU) indicated that he was employed in one of 
the Fabricating Steel plants in the Chicago area. Mario 
indicated that new machinery being introduced into the 
plant at which he works is causing considerable change in 
the jobs for the employees. 


Flo Hall attempted to summarize the results of the 
discussions by outlining the problems and the possible 
solutions to them. Hall mentioned that she had attended 
a@ meeting of the National Auto Commission of the CP held 
the day before. Hall mentioned specific problems being 
faced by the Automobile industry are the generaly pay scale 
and the hours in a working day. She mentioned another 
problem was to create sympathy and support from the 
automobile workers themselves to combat these problems. 


Hall mentioned that one of the basic difficulties 
encountered is the problem of informing all the workers of 
the situation in order that they will have the actual. facts, 
Once the workers are in possession of the facts conterning 
the problem, more action cam be expected from the worker. 
Hall mentioned that she understood that there is a request 
from the National Steel Commission of the Party to publish 
information informing the workers of the problems through 
the CP press, 


Hall stated that there will be a separate section of 
"The Worker" March 6, 1961 issue. This section can be 
distributed separately and will contain news concerning 
the situation in the steel industry throughout the United 
States. Halli asked all those present to contribute items 
to this issue. 


* 
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It was the consensus of opinion by these present that 
methods must be found to get the Communist Party program to 
the workers and the simplest and most direct manner possible. 
A rough draft article prepared some time ago concerning the 
effect of speed-tpa, automation, and job combining in the 
steel industry, prepared by Adums and Blum is to be revised 
and brought up to date. Once this article is made current, 
it is to be given to "fhe Workers Advance," CP publication 
in South Bend, Indiana, and to the National Steel Commission 
of the Party in order that i+ can be discussed at the coming 
NSC meeting to be held im Cleveland, Ohio in March. The 
committee of the following individuals was set up to revise 
this pamphiet:

A Negro gentleman, who was Waster of Ceremonies at the 
affair and who was overheard using the name EARL, introduced the 
main speaker, who was HERBERT APTHECKER. 


APTHECKER's speech dealt with the present day plight 
of the Negro and # summary of the Civil War with the emphasis 
on the contributions and acquisitions of new found rights by the 
Negro. APTHECKER brought out the following points: 


1) Oppression of the Negro people is a basic fact in 
our history. 


2) Racism may destroy our country. 


3) The contributions of the Negro people were basic 
to the success of the Civil War. 


4) Former President EISENHOWER exerted great patience 
concerning the progress made in the field of civil rights, 
but found no such patience exercised concerning sending troops 
into Lebanon or breaking diplomatic relations with Cuba. 


5) Negro and white unity is needed to hold the nation 
together. 


6) Acts, not words, are needed to fight Negro oppression. 
7) The 13th and 14 Amendments to the Constitution were 


brought into being as a result of the Civil War and slave property 
was confiscated by the government. 
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8) There was international solidarity behind the fight 
for the freedom of the slave. England and France were among the 
supporting nations. 


9) Marxist classes were present during Civil War and 
voted against the confederacy. Marxist writings praised 
LINCOLN even at that time. Communists helped to form the 
Republican Party during the time of LINCOLN here in the United 
States. 


Following APTHECKER's main speech there was a generous 
applause and then a question and answer period. Some of the 
questions and answers are paraphrased below: | 

Q. What do you think of the works of CARL SANDBERG? 


A. I don't believe he covers everything, but I have 
high regard for his works. 


Q. What are the solutione to the problems facing our 
present day society? 


A. Socialism - is the solution to our capitalist 
society. 


Q. Since the death of LUMUMBA, what effect is African 
liberation having on liberation in America? 


A. Both movements have identical enemies — imperialists. 
LUMUMBA's death is having enormous impact throughout the world ' 
as well as in this country. 


EARL, the Master of Ceremonies of the meeting, announced 
that the African-American Heritage Association (AAHA} would hold 
& mass meeting on February 24, 1961, at 729 East. Oakwood Boulevard. 
Featured will be speakers from Africa who will deal in truth 
about the murder of PETRICE LUMUMBA and its effect on the people 
of the world, especially the African-American people. 
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The source advised that the conduct of the meeting was 
very orderly and said that the question and answer period 
possibly had been pre-arranged.

Negro male, 45-50, 5°10”, 200 pounds, stocky 
build, black hair-graying at temples, dark 
complexion. 


Negro male, 48, 5°9°-10", 195 pounds, stocky 
build, dark complexion, hair thinming in 
front, wearing glasses. 


Negro male, 35, 5°8°, 155 pounds, average 
build, light complexion, full head of 
black hair, 


White female, early 408, 5°6", 120-125 pounds, 
thin build, brown hair, reddish complexion. 


This meeting was more social in nature than amything 
and there was food and refreshment, The maim purpose of the 
neeting was to have people from industry get acquainted with the 
speaker, HERB APTREKER, 

APTHEKER spoke om the Negro the labor union movement 
and stated that some umioms ia the 1850s and 1860s admitted 
Negroes to the membership ranks, These unions did not last long 
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and were replaced by the International. Workers. of the World (1WW), 
The IWW started -a policy on segregation in the union ranks, and.---—-- 
this policy has persisted ever since. There have been only a few 
locals allowing segregation since that timne.. 

° In 1880 the AFL came into being and has been the predom- 
inant union since its inception. All unions, international in 
scope, were affiliated with the AFL. The majority of umions did 
not permit Negroes‘and possibly the two exceptions were United 
Mine Workers and the International Union of Mine, Mi13 and Smelter 
Workers (IUMMSW), These two accepted Negro membership. without. 
question. 


During the 1900s there was a great struggle for the 
admittance of Negroes in the AFL. Very little, if any, progress 
was made and the AFL leadership opposed this and went to the 
extreme of making it difficult fer endons who did allow Negro 
members to remain in the AFL, 


The ClOws organized in the 1930s under JOHN L, LEWIS 
and was made up of internationals which were not allowed to be 
affiliated with the AFL. At the inception of the CIO, the first 
convention saw Negro delegates present, At the convention JOHN. 
L. LEWIS wanted Negroes to have representation on the Executive 
Board. MURRAY and others opposed this suggestion and defeated me: 
LEWIS on this. point. ee 


Since 1915 there have been Negroes in the UMN and they 
have been afforded the opportunity of having representation on. the 
Executive Board of the UMN. This illustrates how advanced the 
trade union leadership of JOHN L, LEWIS really was. 


In the early 1940s there was a struggle for power. in the 
CIO and even though LEWIS had led the union for several years he 
withdrew his union from the CIO and made the UMN independent. His 
union remained independent for a few. years after which le reaffiliated 
with the CIO, He did not remain with the CIO long as he did not 
agree with the policies of the CIO and again withdxew and became 
independent. 


During this time the Negro did an excellent job of 
organizing the unorganized and there was a large number of Negro 
Workers taken into the membership of the AFL and CIO; however, 
both unions had Jim Crow and lily-white lecais. Today there is 
still a problem of getting the Negro established in the AFL-CIO 
and there is only one Negro on the Executive Board of the AFL-CIO 
and this is A,PHILLIP RANDOLPH, 
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of 


This. reflects on the past practices of these unions 
relative to their positions on discrimination, It is now time 
for the Negro people to carry on a.fight for their right to hold 
office in the trade umions. APTHEKER praised RANDOLPH for 
éstablishing. the Negro. American Labor Council to carry on the 
fight for the Negro im this field. MEANY and REUTHER are 
opposed to the NALC, but are actually respomsible for the 
organization being started because it was through their actions 
and statements concerning the. advancement of the Negro in. the 


. trade unions which prompted RANDOLPH to organize this group. 


APTHEKER stated there are still some independent unions 
which give union representation. The IUMMSW has a vice president 
and two international representatives who. are Negroes, The UE 
has Negroes who are in leadership positions within that. union. 

The International Longshoremen'’s. Union has Negro leaders. 

APTHEKER stated that if these unions can recognize the Negro, 
there is no. reason why other unions should not give the. Negroes 
equal. representation on leading wnion Executive Boards. It is 
necessary that the Negroes organize a campaign to fight the unions 
for this recognition.

The meeting was concerned mainly with the current 
situation in Alabama. James Jackson, editor of "The Worker," 
Said the paper should editorially seek to assemble the 
broadest forces in the country, particularly such trade uniens 
as the steel workers, the United Auto Workers in Atlanta, the 
Amalgamated in Mississippi, and others to assume a major 
responsibility in moving the local membership to positive 
action on the side of the Negro people, He said the CP sheuld 
pinpoint the obvious culprits in this situation, namely, the 
monsters, John Patterson, Bull Connors and the State officials 
of Montgomery, who are members of the White Citizens Council.

Secondly, the Party must pinpoint the responsibility of the 
Gevernment for meeting the challenge with all required force 
and the culpability of the Kennedy Administration in having 
deferred the exercise of its responsibliity on Civil Rights. 
Pressure must be brought on the Kennedy Administration to make 
Federal intervention adequate in force to mees the present 
emergency situation. The Freedom Riders have dramatized 

the lack of desegregation on interstate carriers, According 
to Jackson, one report is that the Marshals stood by while the 
National Guard took over exercising their functions and 
maintained a kind of house arrest of a thousand Negroes. The 
Southern United States Marshals reportedly used tear gas in 
such @ manner that it all went into the church rather than into 
the mob. Jackson described as one serious development being 
the fraternal telegram from the Governor of Mississippi to the 
Governor of Alabama, pledging full resources of Mississippi in 
the struggle for states rights. Jackson said "This is a 
spreading of civil war and insurrection" and "The Worker" 
should point this out and point out the need for Federal troeps 
to restore law and order in Alabama. 


Ben Davis sald the Federal Government has the right to 
go into any state to put down domestic violence and this is new 
necessary in Alabama. He said the CP should demand that 
integrated units of the Army go into the State of Alabama and 
enforce the law. Davis said there is to be an open air meeting 
in Harlem (New York City) this coming week end. He did not 
elaborate, 


William Patterson said a delegation should go before 
every State Legislature and demand executive order from the 
Governor declaring a ban on racism in any form, 


Irving Potash recommended a demand for a Federal 
injunction against the Governor of ALabama to restrain him 
from ineiting violation of the Constitution and ineiting 
mob violence, He suggested that the Party explore the possibility 
of United Nations action in this matter, He also suggested 
that general membership meetings be called through "The Worker"

team investigated and then reported to the Attorney General 
that on the basis of its information, it was now safe. There- 
upon the bus took off. The PBI was instructed to contact the 
Police forces of Montgomery and assure the presence of 
protection upon the arrival of the bus. Well,we know what 
happened ~ no Police were present." Aptheker continved with 
"it appears the intelligence of the FBI is the equal of the 
intelligence of the CIA. The direct implication in this failing 
ef the Federal Government and of J. Edgar Hoover, 1¢ seems to 
me, is a very important point which we should bring forward." 


James Jackson said the Party should stimulate and 
call for unions and students to send white-Negro excursions 
into the South, He said, “certainly it would be possible from 
the University of Texas, University of Miami and that medical 
school in Atlanta where the student body is one third to one 
half northern students." Aptheker asked whether the Party was 
making any plans to send someone to the South, Jackson 
suggested that he and Aptheker go to Montgomery with "the
